2 in this action. me thinks, you do eſpie in me the 
7 parts oſ an ill Scholler, who in all his doings, is 
— forced to crave pardon, but hardly findeth the 

N way that may purchaſe vnto himſelſe the benefit 
of ſuch a pardon, 

In reformation, two notable inftances ate held, the which as 
Iconceiue do craue allowance, though no prerogatiue in well 
doing, and the ſe are fora man to find his defect, and ſecondly to 
haue a will to amend it. 

I will aſſure you, though ] be not gradous, I would bee loath 
to ieeme graceleſſe, and this benefit 1 will haue to gaine your al- 
lowance, that I will bluſh for mine errors, where I fault in abili- 
ty I will ſhew you my will. And when in all I cannotcleare me 
from your cenſures,yet ſhall your courteous forbearance bee in 
me no waies miſpriſcd, 

I haue to foretime as no ſtill travelled with the gardner, 
who firſt throweth vp his earth on a tude heape, then ſcattereth 
it, after, ſmooth it, next ſquareth it, and lafily bringeth it into» 
knots and wotłkmanſhip, before which you know, there are ma- 
ny weeds,Jooſe hearbes, graſſes, ſticks, and rubbiſh to be picked 
vp and throwne out: And then and not before beginneth his 
worke to draw towards the perfection. 

As he ſo at the fitſt, threw vp this ground worke in a heape, 
and onely did ſcatter it: aſter, and hether vnto I haue endeuored 
to ſmooth and to ſquare it, picking out thereof many things 
which lay too to much diſordered, It only now wanteth to be

F Having thus performed for my ſelſe what vnto your worthi- 
nes ſtoode meete to bee conſidered, giue me now leaue I pray 
you, touching the order and courſe inthe CM-1hode hereafter 
obſerued, to ſay ſomething to them which thereby ate to take 
any benefit or profit. In which caſe the learner is circumſpeQlic 
with himſelf to conſider, the ſeueral rules in the particular chap- 
ters preceding the orders of thoſe Epiſtlet, in ſuch ſort as after» 
— they ate diſſinguiſhed, and therein ſee, what to the bettet 
ordering and principall direction, of whatſocuer he ſhall take in 
hand to write, is there (for his better inſtruction) enioyned. By 
diligent animaduetſion whereof, he ſhall the better vnderſtand 
the ſcucrall natures and properties, that in the parts of euety Epi- 
file are ordinarily to be required, beſides the vie of them in their 
ſeuetall places, and what force they beate, being ſo ſorted out, 
according to their ſeuerall purpoles and directions. 

Next, for the better inducement and leading him into a plaine 
and petſect platſoime of this Met bode following, and to the 
intent he may as neete a5 may be, or as his capacity (at leaſtwiſe) 
may any waies reach vnto, know(skilfully,and not by rote) how 
or in chat ſort he ſhall happen to do either wel or ill, I haue firſt 
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To the Reader, 


(in apreamble ax intermixed diſcourſe, either preceding or in- 
terchan: ably paſſing before or with the kinds of euery fort of 
EpsſHles )4eclared the properties and vſe of thoſe Eyſtles, vpon 
what part and places, they and euery of them doe confift, with 
what veheme ncie ot leſſe — they are to bee inforced ot 
uallified, ſo chat he who ſeemeth to haue leaſt knowledge at all 
it that he haue perſeverance to conceive or to diſtinguiſh the 
parts he ſeech there layd out before his eies) may with great faci« 
lity, attaine to whatſoeuet, herein preſcribed, or by the circum- 


ſtance thereof intended to be in any ſort deliueted. 


To che greater ornament whereof, I haue applied a number 
of Figeres Schemes, and Tropes in the margent of every Epiſtle, 
euen with the places where they are vſed. And at the end of this 
worke, haue ſet them altogether, and therein explaned to the 
learners vie w, and for his readier vſe, their particular natures and 
qualities, to the end that they who( being vnlearned. and having 
a pretie conceit of inuention of themſelues haue heretofore vn- 
knowing done well, may ſee how wich skill and diſcretion here- 
after to purſue the ſame, and the ignorant alſo hereof, whoſe 
reach hath not been ſo ample as others, may be therby informed 
what vnto well doing is moſt conſonant and agreeing. 

Now for the readiet finding ofthoſe Epiſtles, as each of their 
kinds are ſuted forth in ſundry Examples, Peruſe but the head 
of cucry page and there you ſhall find what in the ſame page is 
comtained,v:z., Where the Epiſtles be, you ſhall haue them noted 
in their kinds, as Epiſtles Hortatorie, Dehortatorie, Swaſorie, or 
Diſfraſorie, &c. And likewiſe in the admixtions, you ſhall find 
Places or Parts Hortatorie, Commendatorie, Petitorie, &c. as 
they fall out to be handled, 

This booke thus ſhewing theſe parts before remembred,1 
haue termed as you ſee by the name of The Secretorie, being in 
the conſideration thereot nothing ignorant what great perſecti- 
on is to berequired in ſuch a one, by whoſe title the ſame is de- 
livered, neither ſuppoſing the matter herein contained to ap- 

are ſo ſufficient, as petſectly thereby to enable what in the 
ſame funRionis to be required, but becauſe the orderly writing 
of Letters, being a principall part belonging to a Secretorie, is

oY Ozaſmuch as wee baue herein endeuoured fo lay 
e downea platfo:me 82 method foz w2itmg of Epi⸗ 
tles: it ſhall not be amiſſe, that following the 02- 
der of all other w2icers, we firſt define vnto you 

Z what an Epiſtle is. An Epiſtle therefo2c is that 
which vſually we in our vulgar, doe teatme a Letter, and foz the 
reſpects thereof is called the meſſenger, oʒ familiar ſpeech of the 
abſent,fo2 that therein is diſcouered whatſoeuer the minde wiſh- 
eth in ſuch caſes to haue deliuered. The dinerſities of Epiſties 
are manifold, as whereof enſaeth a plattoꝛme to euerp motion, 
being in truth ſo infinite as are the imaginations of each anes 
kantaſte, ſeeing the declaration of euerp letter, is no moꝛe then 
what the minde willeth in all occaſions to be perfo:med, and ac⸗ 
coding to ſuch inſtigations where with at that inſtant men are 
fed when they boite, taketh bis fozmal! ſubſtance, whether it bee 
to require, counſell, extzoꝛt, command, inſoʒme, commend, entreat, 
aduertiſe, gratulate, oʒ whatſoener other purpoſe therein pꝛeten⸗ 
ded, as cauſe and matter map fall out to be required. The anti- 
quitie is as ancient as the benefit that thereof enſueth is great, 
whcreof onelp thole that are (ſufficiently enables with the quali 
tie, can glue the greateſt teſtimonie, t dleſſe were it loz me to 
commend the vic, when as well by the authozities of a number 
the beſt learned, who to aduauce the efficacle thereof,bane in ſun · 


die languages pꝛeſcribed rules and methods foz the ſame, as of o⸗ 
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this pzeſent extant, it is moſf plentitully aduanced. And although 
pzegnant wit enſuing by nature was the fozmoſt cauſe that firſt 
bꝛed the inuention of Letters, and that enerp one naturally can 
ſpeake,oz in ſome ſoꝛt o2 other ſet downe their meaning: pet Art 
pꝛeuailing in this cauſe, and by cunning ſkill marſhailingenery 
thing in dis due oꝛder, place + pz0po2ztfon ; how much moze the 
ſame is then beautified, adozned, and as it were in a new ſhape 
tranſmuted by ſuch kinde of knowledge, the difference that daily 
appeareth may y&ldp;ofe ſufficient. 


What is chiefly to be reſpected in framing of 
an Epiſtle, Chap.2. 


Dꝛalmuch as by the neceſſarie vſe of Letfers,be- 
of foze laid downe,a commendable manner of wzi⸗ 
ARE ting and framing the ſame bath been alreadie re- 
ies wembyed : It ſhall not bee amide, that in this 

C bapter wee now endenour to anſwere the pur⸗ 
pole therein pꝛetended. Foz the manifeſtation whereof, I baue 
thought ga to dꝛaw vnto your conſideration certaine pꝛincipall 
points; which thereunto are ſpectally to be required: firſt, Aptnes 
of words and ſentences, reſpecting that they be neate andchoicelp 
picked, and oꝛdet ly handled : next, breuitie of ſpeech, accozding in 
matter and circumſtance fitlyte be framed : laſtly, Comelines in 
deliverance,concerning the perſon and cauſe, whereupon the di⸗ 
rection is grounded. 

Che firſt, being Aptnes of words and ſentences, conſiſteth in 
choice and god tearmes, in ſhilfull and pꝛoper applxation of them 
attoꝛding to their true meanings in wel ſo2ting and fitting them 
to their ſeuerall purpoſes. Choice and god teatmes, are in woꝛds 
bſuall,x plaine ſoꝛ the matter in deliuerie, not impꝛoper no new 
copned,ng2 ta old, as hauing nat of long time befoze ben vſed. 
Skilful application ia, wht in their ſetting downe they haus either 
their true and pꝛoper ſignificacion fo2 deliuerie, 02 elſe by as moꝛe 
delicate oz pleaſant inuention map bee carried conceitediy. Well 
ſorting and fitting them, reſtethin the matter in handling, that 
tber ein be a concozdance with their applications, whereof map 
enſue a due canſtrucſon,anduodiſozderl miſtaking, '\

Che next, being Breuitie of ſpeech, is not as ſome vndiſcræt lie 
haue imagined, that which confifteth in fewnes of lunes, 1 ſhozt- 
nes of rome in ſhew of a ſide of paper, but b2oattie of matter, 
wherein ſcope luttictont rematning fo; the neceFarie demonſtra- 
tion and deltuerie of any nevfull occafion,men are barred from 
ketolaus ciccumſtances and enſopned therein to abho2re all man⸗ 
ner of tedionſnes: Foz which cauſe ſome haue ben ol opinion, 
that continuance ofmatter ought not to be vſed in an Epiſtle, fo; 
that it thereby loleth the ſhew of an Epiſtle, and taketh vpon it 
the habit of an Dzation, Yet of ſuch ſo2t are in this method ſun- 
dꝛie Epiſtles, the titles whereof are, Hortatorie, Dehortatorie, Lau- 
datorie, Vituperatorie, Suaſorie, Petitorie, Monitorie, Accuſatorie, 
Excuſatorie, Conſolatorie, Iuuectiue, and ſuch like, whoſe ſpet all 
vſes doe of neceſſitie admit ſuch ſcope as in euery oꝛdinarie Epi⸗ 
ſtle is not found, and though they beare in them manp Oratorie 
parts, pet loſe they not at all fo2 that, neither name no habit of 
an Epiſtle. The toller ation and oꝛdmarte vie of which, both ex⸗ 
amples of many learned, and common cuſtome hath warranted, 
And therfoze, when to be bziefe it is herein enioined it is alwaſes 
thereby to be intended, that a man with only neceCarie ſpeeches 
may be permitted to deliner his meaning,neſther is it without 
the limits of bꝛeuitie, when aptip and at fnll the fame ſhall be in 
this ſozt repozted, 

And log the better declaration, how farre the conceit hereof 
map be induced only in wziting of Letters, I wil firſt limit what 
map be accounted neceſſarie therein, and afterwards endeuour to 
lap downe,how contrarie thereunto, men (as well in the vie, as 
in negleting bereof) haue heretofoze erred, NeceCarte ſpee⸗ 
ches, I doe account whatcſoener is (et downe, fo2 the plaine and 
open deliuerte ol euerie occaſion, to the intent the minde of the 
wꝛiter, and what he purſueth may aptly and in good and readie 
ſozt bee conceſned. The repugnancie hereof is when either with 
to much curtalling our arguments, in conceit to auoide tedioul- 
nes, 02 with too man oz oner often repetitions, neuer thinking 
to haue ſpoken ſufficiently, either to induce remembzance, 02 put 
loʒ ward our meaning, wee abbzentate oz amplifie our Epiſtles. 
And when ſome others alſo, of a conceit moze curious then ne- 
ceſſarie, ſtriuing to excell in varietie of ſentences, and = 
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4 Feſpeltsin framing of an Eviſtle, The En glifh 
of woꝛds, copned all of one ſate,think therefoze in painting them · 
ſelues to w2tte moze then nedeth,to be counted moꝛe eloquent. 
Cheſe falling out to be tmperfections,as each oł them are in truth 
to be blamed, ſo where the defeat remaineth, are they (foz well 
wꝛiting) with ſtudie to be admended. 

Che thiroand laſt now being Comelineſſe in deliverance tou- 
ching the perſon and cauſe, ſeemeth to bee tide vnto two ſcuerall 
reſpects: that ia, to the reputation of the partie to whom wer 
w2lte,bts condition, age, honour, and diſpoſitton,and to the fitnes 
of the matter whereof we take vpon vs to wꝛite: fo2 as it is moſt 
decent that in the matter we make choice of, wee giue vnto cuerp 
cauſe his p2oper and oꝛderlp effec : ſo is it euery wap as conues 
nient to afford alike Decoram of thoſe to whom our Letters are 
directed, 

The reputation of each partſe, is meaſured accozding fo his 
dignitic oꝛ wozthinefle, whereby he beareth reckoning and place 
befo2e vs. The tonditton, by the age 02 maner of ltuing, wherein 
reſteth the grauitie 02 pouthlulneſſe. The humour bv the diſpo⸗ 
ſitlon, as whether deſirous to be reuerenced, fawaed on, oz with 
plaine tearmes vſcd. By this reaſon, the methode oz ſtile of our 
letters faileth cut diuer ſly to be tonũde red: in one ſozt we frame 
them to old men, in anat her ſoꝛt to poung men: one wap to (ap 
and graue perſons, another to light and young fcilowes:one plats 
fozme to Courtitrs, another to Philoſophers. Co great and no⸗ 
table perſonages, with a dutie ſpectall, appꝛopꝛiate to thetr cal⸗ 
ung: to our betters, alwaies with ſubmiſſion: To our inferiout s, 
beningly and fauourably: To our ſriends, louingly: To our ene⸗ 
mies ſharply and nippinly, Thus farre as teuching the perſon, 
and now foz thecauſe, 

In this point it ſeemeth that py matter of euerp loziting ſhould 
fill be meaſured acco2ding to the waiters apparance, credit oz 
woꝛthineſſe, that the validitie thereaf ſhould be anſwerable to the 
one o2 the others greatnes, oꝛ godneſſe: that the intendment be 
ſound, la wlul, and to no other pnrpoſes: that it containe not baſe, 
filthie, oꝛ ſcurrile matter, vnbeſeeming a diredion ſo wozthie. 
Then that euery thing to be w2titten of ſhould be delluered accoz⸗ 
ding to his pꝛoper qualitie: Tearmes moze otficious then beſee⸗ 
ming, are vnfitting ; not ſaffictently to confiter ol each reputa · 
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ton wert dner hamelp. A matter of grauitie is to bes deliuered 
with waigbt: a matter of ſozrow ſhould be repoꝛted with grieſe: 
a matter of paſtime, to bee difcourſed with pleaſore: a matter of 
follie,futerminglcd with laughter. Now contrartwiſe, to a per. 

N ſonſozrowfull to wꝛite of ieſts, to take learnedly to a clowne, to 
ſalate an old man with chiloiſh fantafies: in caſes of wate bt, to 
aduance trifles : were altogether as impꝛoper as peuich, and 
moꝛe abſurd then fitteth to be tolerateb in anyſkilfull vſage, 

And becauſe J bane taken vpon me ſome diſt ingniſhments of 
wziting wherein J ſpecially ſtand vpon choice and merte termes 
and ſper ches, with pꝛoper applications: Ithinke it not amiſſe to 
ſet do lone vnto vou ſome ſhew of þ contrary inurements, where⸗ 
by you may with the greater diſcretion conceiue the erroꝛ there⸗ 
ok, the which J haue ſometimes noted in other mens wꝛitings. 
And firſt, of vnſeemelp applications: as ſoz example: one that 
ſometimes intended not a little of his own inuention, oke vpon 
hun to wzite alone letter to a woman ot very meane reckoning, 
in which, aſter hee had dꝛawne (God Cupid by the name of the 
blinded boy) bp thoſe parts of lauour that neuer were in her, and 
ſhewedhimſelfe much paſſionate foz the lone he ought to her, her 
concludeth the matter in this ſozt : Thus craving your lawfull be- 
neuolence, in not me reiecting, your anſwere comfortable and not 
intolerable,&c. The woman not gccuſfomed to ſach hot inter» 
tainment, and rather bluntly befoze time purſued, then daintily 
intreated, began hereupon (fozſotb) to ware cop, and to intend 
great matter of her (elf, and vaunting her favour at a higher rate 
then he belike ſemed afterward willing to become a purchaſer of, 
remained as ſhe was, and himſelſe at his moze p2ofitable ſtudies. 
The concluſion of his letter was very impꝛoper, inſomuch as re- Words im- 
quiring liking by the name of Beneuolence, he both miſp2iſcd his proper & 
owne demaund, and ſeemed to induce a woꝛd moze ſounding to a . 
charitable rallete, o courteous contribution ot money then to any u 
ſuch purpoſe as be meant it. Beſides, your anſwere comfortable, 
and not intollerable. Jf theſe had paſſed in a ieſt, it had been moze 
conuentent, but vſed bonafide, it was to to bad, eſpecially reſpec⸗ 
ting tbe partie what ſhe was, rom whom one would haue ſuppo⸗ 
ſed that ſuch a one as himſelſe, could neuer haue reteiued (but by 
te much tolleration) any diſtontent ment at all. This errout yr

milliked, and yet learned enough. Among which a Doctoz of Phy- 
ficke long ſince, intending to be verycloquent in wozds, and ſuch 
as cucry Carter ſhould not conceſue of, began an Eptſtle to a 
booke by him publiſhed in this ſo2t : wherein lecondlp appeareth 
this crrour of old impꝛoper oʒ ne wcopned termes ; and this was 
the fozme. 

Egregious Doctors and Miſters of the eximious and Archane 

Science of Phyſicke, of your yi banitic exaſperate not your ſelues a- 
gainlt me, for making o! this little volume of Phylicke, Conſide- 
ring that my pretence is for an vtilitie and a Common wealth, 
And this not only, hut alſo I doe it tor no detriment, but for a pte- 
ferment of your laudable Science, that euery man ſhould eſteeme, 
repute,and regard the excellent ſacultie, and allo you to bee extol. 
led and highly preferred,that hath and doth ſtudie, practiſe and la- 
bour this ſaid Archane Science, to the which none inartious per- 
ſons can, nor ſhall attaine tothe knowledge: yet notwithſtanding 
ſooles and infipient perſons, yea and many the which doth thinke 
themſelues wiſe (the which in this facultie be ſooles indeed) will 
enterpriſe ro ſinatter, &c. Was there euer ſeene from a learned 
man a moꝛe p2epoſterons and confuſed kinde of wziting, farced 
with ſo manp and ſuch odde coyned tearmes in ſo little vttering 2 
But ſurely the man did it of a great conceit: fo2 as appeareth by 
the courſe of all his E piſtle following, his wittes were ſo peſtred 
with an angry milliking of the bad demeanour ofſome vnlearned 
vſers of his ſcience (as he thought with himſelfe) that euery bot- 
cher ſhoulo not be able to vent him, but he ſhould be a man of ſome 
reach at leaſt that ſhould finde him. Neuertheleſſe, how wiſe ſo 
euer ſtood his imaginations : this one thing doe J know, that df- 
ners to whom J haue ſhewed the booke, bane very heartilie 
laughed in peruſing the parts of his wziting, Foz thele egregi- 
ous, eximious, vrbanitie and exaſpetate, although the wo2ds be in 
ſome ſoꝛt tollerable,yet becauſe any of them are amongſt vs very 
rarely vſed, and in this wꝛiting two of themeſpectally verp vn«

fo much that chere is no one houſe in any row that exceedeth ano- 
ther in height, but all of them builded leuell, by a very Geometticall

proportion. The inſides are not more poliſhed with riches and or-

naments of great beautie, then the outſides with braverie, the very 
fronts of all which, as well of rich as poore, are moſt curiouſly em- 
boſſed in a hard kinde of ſubſtance (ſuch I thinke as is our plaſter 
of Paris) with artificiall and lively pictures, containing hiſtories of 
divers memorable and ſitange effects, and that with ſuch wonderful 
excellencie,as any waies may be conceiued. The coſt hereofis con- 
tinually maintained, repaired, inlarged, and preſerued,by a generall 
contribution of the moſt worthie and honourable of the Citie. Be- 
ſides, the colours ſo freſh, ſo braue, and delicate laid in oyle, for de- 
fence againſt weather, wherewith they are beautified and ſet forth, 
are very ſtrange, The fireetes are wide, faire, and cx-cl!cntly well goes. 
paned, The ſtone they vſe for the moſt part is marble, Mitc, gray, 
and blacke, whereof is great plentie, beſides other kindes, which 
very wonderfully they cut and ſquare in divers ſmall proportions 
artificially pointed and ſhaped, The houſes are not high, but h ck- 
ward built, and inwardly large. This Citie retaineth yet the anc iet 
gouernement of the Romancs, for at this inſtant they haue their 
Conſuls,

bumbling himlelte to autbozitie, which he might eaſily haue im; 

pugned: and pet both actions ſuch, as by many excellent Oꝛatoꝛy 

parts ſerme fit to bee inlarged. Foꝛ no doubt there was as much 

vertue in the ones obedience, as there was excellencte in the o⸗ 

thers ſentente. 

And as theſe, ſo the hono2, wo:ſhip, o wealth of any man, his 

deꝛdes of charitle, either in Exe ction, conuetſionoʒ repairing of 
any thing, whereby the Common wealth is benefited, vertue 
furthered, oz the needle pꝛouided ſoꝛ, might be in like ſoʒt adnan- 
ced, | . 
Finally, Wiſedome, Iuſtice, Liberalitie, Courteſie, Chaſtitie, 
might each of them as things by themſelues, and of themſelues, 
without the perſon afany one be alike commended.

leſſe were it my L. that I ſhould tell you of this ately Prince, that 
he were ſonne and heite in ſucceſſion to the moſt mightie & molt 
renowned Edward the third, King of this noble realme of Eng. 
land, the moſt regarded vertues and inuincible chiualtie of whom, 
being then every where ſo ſurpaſſing , and of ſuch redoubted 


barentheſi force, as (were it not that ſuch memorable iſſue had ſprung out of

his Kingly loynes, as wherewith the ſtates of the mightie were 
daunted, and Europe made to wonder) might hitherto haue re-

wee ſhould intimate the ſoueraigntie of the other, as it were by a 
defect of praiſe ſufficient,toſupply the want of our owne, and that 
the honourable reputation of another cannot fitly bee ſaid to bee 
this mans worthineſſe, without by the branch of his owne deſert, 
hee had in his owne proper right moſt effectually carried the ſame, 
Vnderſtand 
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Vnderſtand you then of him that which al men deem moſt prince- 
ly and honourable, and there is none, were it the ſtouteſt enemie 
that euer liued, but will moſt highly commend. This Prince, my L. 
who cuen from the very cradle ſeemed to bee addicted to the 
knowledge, and feare of God, and very piety of a ſincere and Chri- 
ſtian religion (beſides that he was naturally ſo well formed and in- 
ſtructed in good documents as any might bee) became in thoſe 
very tender yeeres alſo, ſo apt vnto learning, as the match or like of 
him therein, was ſeldome or neuer in thoſe daies any where found, 
and in theſe times alſo may not eaſily be heard of. Inſomuch as of 
thoſe that then knew him very well, it certainly is deliuered, that 
being but of the age of twelue yeeres, his vnderfianding & know- 
ledge in the Latine tongue, was ſo perfeR, his progreſſion in the 
Grecke ſo excellent, his skill and deliuerie of fortaine languages ſo 
wonderfull, his princely towardneſſe in all things fo rate and ſo 

lentiſull, as many times moued all the regarders to admire him, 
— ſound none of all his aſſociates in the ſame exerciſes, that were 
able to follow him.

Now if wee ſhall come to his riper yeeres, and how therein hee Of his a- 
profited in the towardly exerciſe and vie of armes, be ſeeming a doleſctce. 


Prince of ſo high and exſpected admiration, what could bee wiſh- 
ed in any one that in him was not fully accompliſhed. So comely, 
and with ſuch vncontrolled dextetitie could hee fit, ride and go- 
uerne his horſe, ſo couragiouſly, and with ſuch nobilitie could hee 
weld and vſe any weapon, either at tilt, barriers or turney, with ſuch 
high and wonderfull direction, ordered he all his complements to 
either of theſe belonging, as did well manifeft the magnanimitie 
and worthinefle of his minde, and what manner a one hee would 
afterwards become toward the beautifying of his countrey.

Fot when there was remaining as then, no ſigne or 
token at all of manly ſhew in his face (being neuertheleſſe of ſta- 
ture ſeemely and tall, and of good!y conſtitution in his body, well

tie King his father in the warres of France: what things did hee 
there pertorme ? what weightie enterpriſes, and thoſe beyond all 
expectation would he yndertake,in honour of his royall progenie,

rate his great and waightieſt actions, as to become at that veric 
inſrant lo redoubted and famous: what night wee deeme of bim 
aſterward, heing once perfectly eſtabliſhed in all kinde of manlie 
directions, but that vi neceſſitie hee ſhould by many degrees ex- 

cede and goe bevond the tormoſt ſhow of all his excellencies, and 
the greateſt expectation tha: might be of all his progreſſions, and 
u ſo vndoubtedly hee did. For being once attained to mans eſtate, 
Hi mn. hee grew immediatly to become a Prince, ſage, diſcreete, poli-

wald ac- the tight. Magnaminious as touching his eſtate and the high and 
ions. waightie enterpriſes he tooke in hand, exceedingly teared abroad, 
His inwarg WOnderfully beloved at home, mixing alwaies the enterchange- 
vertues. able exerciſe of Armes, with continuall ſtudie of learning. Of ſuch 
rate modeſtie and tempetance as is matueilous: In ſo much as the 
Hypot . voſſc. King his father being here in England, when in the great fight of 
Poitiers, hec had dilcomfited and ouerthrowne in one day three 

mightie battels of the French, and taken inthe laſt of them K. Ion 

and his ſonne priſoners: he was not puffed vp at all with the honor

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of ſo ſtately and triumphant victory, neither grew he inſolent vpon 
the ſame, but entertained the King and his ſonne in his owne Tent 
ſo honourably, and therewithall with fo great nobilitie and ſur- 
paſſing courteſie, as that hee neglected not to ſetue them himſelſe 
at Supper, and icemed verely at that ſeaſon in all things, to haue bin 
reputed in his one intenament, as if he had neuer bin conqueror. 
The ſhew whereot ſo much incteaſed his incomparable bountie: 
and ſo mightily honoured the eſſate of his victorie, as that the king 
then contciled, that to become the piiſonet of ſuch a onc, it could 
be no diſparagement ynto ſo mightic a Soueraigne as himlelte, 
ſecing that he was by the force of that only overthrow made com- 
panion of the greateſt Nobilitic that euer hee ſaw, Many Honou- 
rable parts could I here infette vnto you of him (infallible argu- 
ments of his inctechible modethe ) tor long atter this, when this 
mightie Prince had atchicved to many and weightie honours 
the ou ghout all France, as that the regard thereof made his name a 
terrour,and his becke a commaund to compel] their Soueraigntie 
vnto his fathers obecience:; hee wasrequired by Don Petro, King 
of Caiiilc,to help him again(t Ileury his baſtard brother, who had 
then expulted him vnlawtiully, and vſutped vpon his kingdome. 
Wherc.pon having by the couragious endeuour of himſelte, and 
his K-1yhts,and by their ſole and onely proweſſe, brought downe 
the viurper,and dciuen him cleane out of the Countrey, (albeit his 
ſtrength was ſuch and the admirable fauour of the people fo great, 
as mizhtcafily haue inuited him, to the wearing of a Crownc) hee 
neverthelefle ot a high and noble diſpoſition, holding it farre more 


hanonrabl: to moke a King then zo be a Ning, ſo faite ſoorth declared 


his temperance at that very inftant (not commonly happening vn- 
to every one, eſpecially in cauſes of a kingdome) as that hee vtter- 
ly abſtained to much as to beate an appetite or liking thercunto, 
howbcit the occaſion was thereunto miniſtred by the breach of 
Den Petro in paiment of his ſouldiers: but to his immortal] re- 
none, placed and reſtored therein againe the true and lau full in- 
hericour of the fame, ſetling him (according as was intended) in 
his crowne aud kingdome. Could there my L. in any one haue ap- 
peared greater arguments of Magnaviminie, Iuſtice, and Tempe- 
rance, then was remaining in this Prince ?

gainſt the French, when hee was but eighteene yceres of age (as 
you haue remembred) the ſecond at Porltrers, where died the King 
of Bohemia, and King Jobs of France became his priſoner : the

thereby his eternall praiſes, when hee had with greater glorie,then 
well may bee conceiued, furniſhed and finiſhed to the aduance- 
ment of his immortall dignitie : See death, deſpightfull death, who 
ioyning with the malignitie of the wicked world, hatefull alwaies 


to vertue, and ſatisfying euer to malicious enuie, bereſt the vnwor= =» 


thie earth of his molt worthie life. But how ? Not as falleth out to 
euery common creature, deuoid of after memorie : for why? the 


Antipopho- ſoueraigne Commander of earth and skies, allotted it otherwiſe :

Inſomuch as he then di- g 
ed, at which time in moſt honour and higheſt top of all proſperi- 
tie, he was principally eſtabliſhed and chiefly flouriſhing : at that 
inſtant in which the type of his excellencie was in no one title or 
jote obſcured :at that very ſeaſon when in the whole courſe and praiſe ot 4 
practiſe of his liſe, hauing (till addicted himfeife to ſound out the his death, 
incertaine and momentatie pleaſure of the world, hee had by per- 
ſect triall found out the ſmall validitie and little affiance that was

(my good L.)before your eyes, the moſt certaine and aſſured coun» 
terſeit of very true Nobilitie, furniſhed in the diſcouerie of ſuch a 
dne, whoſe perionage being in no kinde of excellencie inferiour, 
to that in the higheſt degree may bee of any other imagined : de- 
ſerueth by ſo much the more of all honourable eftates accordingly 
to be embraced, Great is the ornament of praiſe,and precious the Fepboueſi 
tenowne thatlongeth to ſuch vertue : the diamond glimpſe wher- , 
of cqualleth in beautie the faireſt, and dimmeth by the very ſha- 
dow thereof the glittering pompe of the mightieft.

what in time following hee would beome: for euen then, what ta- 
pine, xhat theft, what iniurie, what ſlander, what lying, what enuie, 
what malice, what deſperate boldneſſe, and daring to enter into a- 
ny miſchiefe, was in him throughly planted. There was not(by re- 
port) any one thing whereby a man might afterward be coniectu- 
red to become infamous, but was in him fully repleniſhed, Credit 
me, I coniecture ſo manifoldly of the ſequel of his actions, as when # 
I vnderſtand what hee was ſo tipely, I matueile that hee liued thus 
long ſo wickedly. Bur ſhall I turne here ſtom, to his Adoleſcencie 
and ſhe what therein I haue heard ? Truly it paſſeth all capacitie 
to be cenſured: and it is too too much to bee — vpon. His F 
pride, his boldnes, his ſhameleſſe countenance, his lookes, his ge- 
ſture, his ſhe w, his liuing, his conuetſation, his company, his haunts 
ſhewed ill what he was: There was norake-hell, no ruffiian, no 
knaue, no villaine, no cogging raskall, no hateſull companion, no 
robber on high waies, no priuie pilferer, but his hand was in with 
him, and that he was a cope ſmate for him, no brothell houſe but he 
haunted, no odde corner but he knew, no cuttet, but he was a ſha. © 
ret with, no perſon fo laſciuious, abieR, vilde, or diſſolute but hee 
would be a copartner with. Vet after all theſe trades, haunte, ſha- 
rings, and pattakings, he became at laſt to ſerue an old miſer, aged 
for his yecres, and miſerable for his couetouſnes. The wretched | 
old man (as each one fancieth as he liketh) concetued ſo much of 
the odde youth, that he tooke him into his ſeruice, where, wich bad 
attire and thredbare diet, hee liued with him a pretie ſeaſon, ſome- 
what more then quarter maſter. In the end (by whoſe theſt God 
knowes} the man had a cheſt broken vp, and a little coyne and 
plate ſtolne. where with (becomming deſperate) it was deliuered,

the incomprehenſible power and iuſtice of God, ſee the weight of 

his meaſure, ſee the wonderfull demonſttation of his ſecret iudge- Proſonmme- 
ment, how of a careleſſe life enſueth a cankered death: of a wilfull /* 
living a wretched ending: of ſuch money miſers ſo manifold mi- 
ſeries, as whereof I hgh to thinke, and grieue to remember. The 
man ſomewhat before his ſickneſſe grew into an extreame num- 
neſſe, in ſo much as hee that neuer luſted to helpe others, was not 
now able to helpe himſelſe, nor any cared to relieue him: after- 
wards fretting and fuming with himſelfe as it ſeemed, that not- 
withſtanding his great maſſe of money and huge heape of wealth, 
none could be entteated with prayers, or hired with gift, ſo much 

as to meddle with him, he grew into ſuch a frenzie, & conſequent- 

ly, into fo rancke a madneſſe, that hee fate ſwearing and blaſphe- ayporipoſ., 
ming, crying, curſing, and banning, and that molt execrable, his 

loakes very grim, furious and changed, his face terrible, his fight His inor- 
fierie and pearcing, they that ſaw him feared, and they that heard dinate 
of it durſi not come nigh him. In concluſion, ſome chat pitied him "ne 
more then his deſeruing,and grieued to ſee that they could not re- 
deefſein him, cauſed a companie to watch him, others to provide 

warme broaths, and in concluſion vſed all meanes poſſible to com- 

fort him. But wh can man doe to prevent the ſecret determina- 

tion of the Almightie? For loe whileſt all men left him, and each 

one ſtood in doubt of him, a companie of Rats ypon a ſudden poſ- 


ſeſt bis houſe, his tables, his chimaies, his chamber, yea his very — AMeriſtzut 
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and his lodging, vpon which and about which, they were ſo bold, 
as in the ſight of the beholdersthey durſt appeare and come be- 
fore them, and being ſtroken, aboade, and were killed. and others 
come in their places. What ſhal I ſay, the ſight became ſo vncouth, 
as all men ſhamed, each one feared,and none durtt abide it: where- 
upon the miſer being leſt alone, thus pitiſully died. The ſtench of 
his corps admitted neither day light nor companie u herein to bee 
buried! Two onely that were the conueiets of him, ſickened vehe- 
mently, and one oſ them died, the other is yet ſcarcely recouered. 
The matter hereof ſcemed vnto me ſo ſtrange, and there withall ſo 
opportune to warne vs of our actions, confidering how ſeuetely 
God puniſheth when he is once bent to correction, as I could not 
but — conſider of it, weighing with my ſelfe that ſuch as was 


his liſe ſuch was his death, the one being hated of many, the other

kings, regions and prouinces, ſo in all other things tending to the 
ſuppreſſion of his owne peculiar affe cts, he had bin no leſſe or fully 

ſo much as Alexander. Scipio, the moſt renowned amongſt the Ro- 

Hypotypoſis mans, and for his ſundrie great exploits in Aﬀeica, ſurnamed Afri- 
*  canus,wedoereade, atchieued many valiant and incomparable vi- 
ctories, & were it but the ſole battel which he fought (when Rome 

was now at wracke, her Nobilitie ſpoyled,and her glorie trode vn- 

der foote, ready almoſt vpon any teaſonable condition to bee deli- 

uered into the hands of the enemies) in which he then freed his Ci- 

tie, repulſed Hanibal by a mightie ouerthrow, and thereby daunted 

ſo far forth his pride for euer, as expelled from him all hope thence 
forward, at any time elſe to become a Conqueror: it could not 

other wiſe bee ſaid without queſtion, but herein, yea in this onely

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action, hee deſerued eternall memorie, But was hee herein, thinke 

ou, and for this only matter throughout all the prouinces recoun- 4ntipepbo- 
ted ſo famous? No aſſuredly. It was alſo his rare and moft fingular 7* 
vertues otherwiſe, that fully perfected and peliſhed the glory ther- 
of.

eing ſo, how can Ithen ſay, but in this your action, you haue of 
yourſelf right well begun, how can I think, but aboue many others 
you haue therein very well deſerued? Wherein ſhould I augment 
your praiſe if not in that —— haue hereby ſo wel performed, 
the force, the operation and effect of all which, hath only conſifted 
in ſubduing your owne appetite? Great commendation haue you 
won, I muſt needs confeſſe, & more then with common worthines 
haue you in this thing demeaned your ſelſe, but (my good Coſen ) 
it is not enough to haue well begun in a matter, without alſo ther- 
in you do vſe perſcucrance. Haribal knew well how to ſubdue, but Pan. 
he knew not how to entertaine his victories. As you haue alreadie

of that which is of all others moſt permanent? No ſutely, So be- 
houeth not ſuch as your ſelte, that of your anceſt-rs haue had fo 
many good incouragements, beſeemeth not the remembrance of 
their excellencies in you alone to be periſhed, Tis Vertuc, belecue 
me, that proueth Fame, and ſolely Fame that makes men immortal. 
All other meanes are feeble, as the originall from whence they are 
derived is vncertaine. At leaſtwiſe, it ſhall many other waies ſtand 
you greatly vpon, to continue this courſe, in ſo much as by the e- 
mulation of the vertues of others, you ſhall thereunto be conſtrai- 

ned, beſides the loue and regard that all men haue borne, and euer 
doe beare to the remembrance of vertue, the expectation of your

Touching which, it is to bee vn⸗ 
derſtod that the matter of euerp anſwere taketh his oziginall of a 
letter pꝛeceding, and dependeth pzincipally on the parts thereof. 
The ozdering whereof (except in Letters Excuſatorie 02 Deſen- 
ſoric) is wholly exempted, the courſe in thoſe Letters pꝛeſcribed, 
and the obſeruation in theſe, is pꝛincipally to conſider on what 
parts the Letter which ought to bee anſwered conſiſteth, oꝛ is 
chfefly grounded. Thoſe, hobobeit it behoneth wee doe fully an» 
ſwere, pet ſhall pou not (as ſome ignozant of wel-doing haue

next, which are Conſolatorie, the effects where- 

Vs of are to be beſtowed on ſuch as are grieued, ac- 
coding to the waight oz qualitie of the matter wherewith 
they are perplexed. And foz that the life of man is circumuen- 
ted with ſs many, and ſo vnloked cauſes of ſoꝛrow and greife, 
as it many wayes neꝛdeth to haue the remedy of comfozts to be 
applied vnto it, pet the equalitie of all ſozts of minds not ſuch 
as in one and the ſelle ſame degre can acccpt and beare it: It 
Mall therefoze be meete and conuenient, that in deulſing to 
peelde this ſweete and gentleremedie to any troubled conceit, 
me do ſs moderate the matter, as that in the Diſcouerie there⸗ 
of, we rather ſtrike not to a farregreater impatience oꝛ extre⸗ 
mitie of vnmeaſurable ſozrow then befoze, vpon vntimely 
th;uſting foz word, oz ignorant purſuit of the ſame, ſeeing that 
the mindes of ſome, are of ſo high and inc ompꝛehenſible Cout- 
nes, as they ſhun in themſelues and account it a ſlauerie to bet 
oner whelmed with woes. Others againe ſo rife and ſo abun⸗ 
dant in teares as the leaſt ſhew of repetition in them, inducethj 
matter enough of continnall mourning fo2 which cauſe, wee 
will ſoꝛt theſe matters of comfozt, into thꝛee ſenerall oꝛders.

Me map not with theſe deale, as in a 
caſc of e2dinary greite with the others, but rather by amoze 
valuable meane, as who would ſap, it appearing to ds the in 
uincible valour we ſe oz bold to be reſtant in their mindes, 
ſhunning to be tainted with the leaſt touch of — — 
we do offer our ſpeches oꝛ Leiters to entertame with 
them, whoſe hearts wee know cannot pelde to any fozctbls 
ſting thereof.

I pray 
God thou beeſt not oucercome with ſorrow, but thou maiſt take 
ie quietly, There bee men in the world that are ſo careleſſe of 
their fortune, and ſo very fooles in their wiſhing, as they could 
content thcm{clues greatly to bee inthe like predicament with 
thee : but thou I aſſure my ſelſe art ofa cleane contrarie opini- 
on, ſu eare no more good IT. I am perſwaded alone that vtterly 
diſcontenteth the. But heat eſt thou, play not the mad man for all 
that. Iwill rather comfort thee my ſelfe, then that thou ſhouldeſt 
dic for ſorrow, 

One thing greatly miſlketh me, I heard fay thou tookeſt an 
oath ypon her death. bed never to marry againe? See how loue 
may leade men? Good God it is ſtrange? Ipromiſe thee I could 
hardly be perſwaded thou didſt fo, without I ſhould heare thee 
ſweare it. Be not ſo ſottiſh good boy, remember thy ſelfe,and 
thinke on the Philoſophers words: Non nobis ſalum nati ſumut. 
Thou maiſt haue a wife man, and become the father of ninetie 
pine children perchance cre thou die.

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ood T. but building of Monaſteries and entring into Religion, 
2 theſe my ſelſe date vndertake thou riever wilt, nor meaneſt 
to doe. I would faine talke longer with thee, but I am wearie, 
and therefore intend to leaue the expeRation of the reſt, till 1 
fortune to ſee thee, Fare (as otherwiſe thou canſt not chuſe 
well, hauing neither old wiſe nor feuer, wherewith to encomber 
thee.

thꝛoughly acquainted : the other, in (kilfull cxplatning tbe of» 
fence of a thing faultte, which ſtandeth vpcn to be reſoꝛmed. 
And in ſo much as there be few men that gladly like to bee ſup» 
poſed ouer much faultie, oz louc wnch to bee rebukedfo2 the 
greatnes of thelr erro2s,the oꝛder therefoze of theſe monitory, 
in ſetting ſoꝛih what may be counted offcnfiue, ſhal not accuſe 
but admonilh from the greatnes 02 ſmalncs ot the ſame quali 
fping the bitternes of rep:ehcnſton with a certaine manner of 
p2aiſc,how euer deſert doe affo2d to the furtherance thereof, 
Fo? in agentle condition oꝛ minde, not altogether bent vnto 
euill, to ſuppoſe that the greater part is the better inclined, and 
it alſo in ſome god meaſtire to commeiid, bꝛeedeth no (mall in⸗ 
couragement to doe well, he to whom the admonttton paſſeth, 
hauing meane thercbp to think that bis behauſour is not lo far 
oucrgrowne, but that pꝛeſumption ot his Vertu es doe pet ſwap 
in mens opinions, oꝛ at the leaſt wile imagining that men are 
ignozant altogether of that, whereol they ſecnie to take no nos 
tice at all, he will ſtudie the rather to hearken to ſuch wholes 
ſome diredtons, and accozdingly to refozine his manners ther⸗ 
nato betimes. And verilp (as pou haue befoze in the examples 
Diſſwaſorie) ſo in this alſo it would not be amiſſe wher e we ſe 
an offence but new beginning, to indace many god conditions 
of the partie to bee oppoſed againſt the ſame, and to lay bekoze 
bim, ho bu ill ſounding it would be to the true commendation of 
the other, to be touched there wilh. Oz otherwiſe where we ( 
an inclination (though no matter in aa ion) to euill, to ſap, that 
not fo2 that wee ſee him ſpotted with ſuch offences, wee doe 
warne him from their fozces,but tothe intent he map therebp 
the better bee inſtruded, in the vileneſſe and diſcommended 
parts ofthe ſame, oz that becauſe wee are foz the moſt part led 
away and eaſilp lliding into euill, wee ſet befoze his epes there⸗ 
in, the hazard x inconuentence of ſuch euill. Now if the matter 
be ſo farfozward,as we finde it a plaine and open imperfection 
in him to whom we wzlte, let vs thenconſider the weight oz 
fnaaliditte of the aq ion, which being to monſtrous 02 noto2t- 
98s, it then nedeth not admonitton, but ſharpe repzehenfion 
and 
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and is thereby ſecluded from the partes h&reof, but not being 
intolerable in bis age oz eſtate, in whom the ſame is found, 
then ſhal we not aggrauate, but extenuate the apparancethere- 
of, ſhewing that it is a thing common fo2 men to fall, cheifly 
young men, who by the furious ſting of their pouth, and want 
they haue of aged experience, are haſtily led thereunto: but pet 
there withall how many wa yes neceſlarp it ia, that he be with- 
dzawne from the (ame, leaſt happily the long tntertainment 
gtuen to a fault, make it ſæme a great offence,andconſequent- 
ly be be thereby led into farre moze dangerous euils. Hereup- 
on may we manifeſt vnto dim our lone and tender care wer 
baue over him, compelling vs ſoꝛ ſuch cauſe to oz warne him, 
declaring that our ſelues falling into the like errours, would be 
glad at bis hand to finde the like, if the ſkill and experiente of the 
party might ſo much perfozme, Another kinde of admon(ſh- 
ment 02 rep2chenſion there is alſo, when men deale with thoſs 
who are bighty betoze them in account, vnto whom etther em · 
minent danger oz occaſton of great hate 02 millike purſuing the 
ſame, fo2blodeth in expꝛeſſe manner to bſe any tearmes, in- 
ſomuch as their eſtate (being peraduenture loftie , and 
of power to command o ſwap oucr bs) will not admit 
by wzifing to intermeddle with their actions, and pet bapptly 
by reaſon of ſome hard dealings offered vnto vs, oʒ our friends, 
might ſeeme much to pꝛeuatle in one ſo2t oz other to gine 
them notice of it, wherebpto auoide (it it be poflible) the ex; 
pected vehemencie and {ntolerableſappozt of the ſame, -UUith 
ſach men to deale, beboveth, (f at leaſt wiſe we be compelled 
thereunto, to make arecitall of manp vertues, ſach as might 
be commendable and beautiſping vnto ſo great eſtate and au- 
thozity, and there withall ſet fozth the wo: thines to tho vtters 
moſt of that we with to be in him planted:and fatnedlp alſs we 
may ſuppoſe thoſe Vertues to bee inſinuate in bis perſon, and 
bow much they are furthering to his name and reputation, by 
occaſion of which, we may in the contrary haue meane to lap o⸗ 
pen all thoſe vices, the ſupps2table burthen, vilenes, and ere- 
crable hatefulncs, oʒ what bad purpoſe ſoeuer is in them cons 
cluded,x ſhe w how much they impugne the fate. rule,o2 autho⸗ 
ritle of any one, what — Et" 
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ars frequented, how they destroy the good parts foz — 
men mighty and gracious hine deſired to be commended, ths 
conceite whereof map be with ſuch facilitie and excellency car* 
ried, as that hee to whom we wzite, (hall with ſome inight 
there into, xecetue a ſpeciall view of his owne faultinefe,yea x 
by the couertnes of the ſame, may alſo participate within bis 
one imaginations, the particular lowe and hate generally at* 
tributed to either ofboth, wherein what other thing hall war 
gee about, but in ſilence to admoniſh oz repzehend what in each 
of thoſe ought to be refaſed oz followed, which manner of w2t- 
tiug perfo2med to ſuch ende and example, without ſhame and 
bluſhing at all, each one map lawfully vſe,otherwiſe palpably 
to affirme,thoſe vertnes and pꝛapſes to be in a man in whoſe 
actions(becomming moſt notozſous in ail kinde of apparance) 
no one thing is to be found ſo plentifull as vey wickedneſſe it 
ſeife, this were a flatterp moſt deteſtable, and ot al others moſt 
filthy, to be in any wꝛiter receiuede pet ſuch kinde of admonſſh- 
ment 02 repꝛebenſton as is befo2e recited, is pzetilp aledged to 
bane bin vſed by a certaine po:e man, who neighbouring niere 
vato one wozſhipfull and of great account in calling, but 
there with moze pzaciſing with vehemency, then honeſtly vs 
ſing bis knowledge of the lawes, had ſuftatned a miſhap by an 
Dre of the Gentlemans, who being a fierce beaſt,had goared a 
Cowe of the poze mans. The pae man hauing recetued 
w3ong, and doubting bow to haue recompence, by reaſon that 
the Gentleman was of as noted anthozitp as knowne hardnes 
and to whom erpreſlp he durſt not complains of the iniury,de- 
utled pet this ſubtilty wherewith to entrap him. He commeth 
to this great mans houſe, and being bought to bis pꝛeſence:

with my ſelfe, that by reaſon of your fathers late deceaſe, you 
being a greene youth, yoide of experience, bente to the trial of 
all companies, richlie poſſeſſed, and wealthilie endued, are now 
left into your owne hands, and thereby delivered from the plau- 
ſible and quiet moderation of a faithfull and leving guide, vnto 
the endleſſe reach of a yourhfull, eareleſſe and vncontrouled li-

eſtates, conditions and faculties, as yeu doe, it is no difficult tonit o. 


thing fora young youth of your birth and quality tobe led into 
lewdnes of a wanton to become diſſolute, of a ipender to bee 
made a conſumer, or of a towardly Gentleman, to be framed to 
an vntowardly companion. Much may the evil example of ſome 
lewdely giuen, conduce hereunto, making you to beleeue, that 
to become a roiſter is credit: to become aſwearer, valiant : to 
ſhew your ſelfe a waſter,liberall:to be a drunkard, is fellowſhip: 
to maintaine rakehels,is bounty: to become favtaſtical,is youth- 
full:and to be an vnthriſt, is to — counted gentle. But bettet en- 
ering into theſe things then by common aduiſement men in 
your caſe ordinarily do, it ſhall appeare contrariwiſe. that in gai= 
ning of credite you are to become modeſt and diſa eily behaued 
in being noted to be valiant, you ought to be a ſupporter ofho. 
nour, ſhewing your ſelfe liberall : it ſhall be in rewarding the 

ood:in maintaining of fellowſhip, you ſhall vic ſobrietie, in 

eing bountifull,you ſhall remunerate ſeruices: in manifeſtation 
of your youth, you ſhall emettaine honeſt pleaſures: and in being 
gentle, ſhewe your ſelſe there wich all frugall. 


The aſſe goeth out in the morning to cary burthens, and in parimia 


the cuening receiueth his prouender for aduantage. The Oxe 


grazeth all day in the pafture, and at night is caried to the but- qntitbeſs, 


chers ſtall: their reward is their feeding, and the contentment 
they require is onely to fill their bellies : behoueth that men alſo 
who from beaſtes are ſequeſtred by many degrees of reaſon, 
ſhould of their continuance and finall determination live alike 
careleſſe ? No verily, it is to much vnſeemely. Such illuſions as 
theſc are not fitte for a man, who by the nobility of his creation 
was ordained to ſwaie ouer, and not to become ſubiect to ſuch 
vilitie. You now being at your owne choice and liberty,muſt be 
wary and giue great diligent aduertiſement to all your waies, 
you mutt eſchewe and auoide not onely the very euils them- 
ſelues, but alſo all occaſious inducing or partaking with thoſe 
evils, you muſt imagine, that to be in all things temperateand 
diſcreete, doth ſolie argue a reputation to be within you, ſhun 
vice as you would doe a ſerpent, flie wicked company as a peſti- 
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lent infection, doe alwayes things worthie your ſelſe, affect not 
ſo much the vane glorious title of praiſe. as defire how and in 
what ſort to deſerue and wiane praiſe. Edeeme nothing fo pre- 
cious as time abandon ſloth and in all your ſociety (as neare as 
may be) accompany with che belt, Conſider that ſuch as is the 
tree, ſuch is the fruite, who toucheth pitch mult needes be defi- 
kd, With the good thou ſhalt be made good,and with the evill 
thou ſhalt be peruerted. Thinke none ſo great an enimie as hee 
that miſleadeth you Miſdeeme no man willingly, and giue oe- 
caſion to all men to iudge of you indifferently, Theſe counſels 
(forwarnings of your ruine or happines) if aduiſedly you will 
hearken vnto, and faithfully lay vp among your chiefeſt ſecrets, 
it ſnal no wayes repent you to haue bin admoniſhed,nor diſcon- 
tent me in this ſort ſo much to haue counſelled you, in that pur- 
ſuing the effects hereof, you ſhal become ſuch as I wiſh you, and 
your careſull father if he had lived would haue bin glad to haue 
ſeene youJThe Almighty guider and moderatour of all our acti- 
ons, bleſſe & keepe you, Farwell from my houſe at D, this of, &c.

: * 02der anddiſpoſition fozmerly vſcd, it beho- 
ueth (as next in courſe) J doe now come vn; 
A tothe title Iudiciall. Whypthis title is ſo cal⸗ 
led, J haue in that other boke already delinered. So that now 
it may ſeeme fit, that here in as in the other twaine befoze go⸗ 
ing, we deliberate what oꝛder and places foz the well hand⸗ 
ling and pꝛoper conuepance of theſe Epitiles,are pꝛincipally to 
be obſerued. 

You ſhall then vnder ſtand, that foz ſo much as the etficacie

doubt, and to enforme you at large, what vrgent occaſion I haue

Whereupon growing 
in heat( yet with ſome regard of honour) you ſwore that if any 
other bought the ſame at my hands then your ſelſe, you would 
haue it ſor leſſe then five hundred pounds, yea, for nothing, or 
elſe it ſhould goe hard. Mary keeping it my ſelſe, you ſaid you 
would ſtand my friend: which hote or colde — Ipro- 
teſt did ſo appale, as with feate of further loſſe with greife and 
diſcontentment I grewe ſicke, and thereupon teſolued to take 
what you would giue me. 

Your Lordſhip hauing thus, what with countenance and cho- 
ler diſmayed me, and finding by ſuch peremptorineſſe my ſenſe 
to be ouercome, you ranne on flill with this wreſting courſe, 
and yponauthority without cauſe or colour, cut me yet thirtie 
pound ſhorter, So as in place of one thouſand ſixe hundred 
pound offered me by my kinſman in the Countrey, your Lord- 
ſhip gaue me nine hundred and ſeuentie pound, leauing me out 
of this to pay a hundred and ſixty pound debt. 

By theſe meanes (right Honourable) was I then halſe impo- 
ueriſhed, and am now altogether vndone, hauing neither skill 
to vſe that little you gaue, nor will to raiſe my ſelfe after my fall, 
which I thought impoſſible. 


It was a wholſome caueat giuen me by your Lordſhip, =_ 
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full reſolucion put downe by my ſelſe, rather to Roope and to 
hue oe what ſparing, then by any prodigalitie to impaire my 
focke:but being neither Marchant, Artizan, Broker, not Vſurer, 
nor hauing among many debtors ſcarce one good payer, could 
hardly frame todo whar was aduiſed me, or be ſo much mine 
owne friend, as at firſt I had determined. 

My fate then brought thus lowe, my friends decayed and 
dead, my liuing ſold for little, and the money ſpent, I teſolued 
and ſtill doe with the reſt to leaue my Countrey, as well to couer 
my want from mine enemies, as to leuer my ſelfe from ſo vnfor- 
tunate acquaintance. 

Finde time therefore I beſeech your honour, before my going 
to examine theſe particulars,they containe I proteſt nothing bur 
matter of truth. It is an high vertue and moſt commendable in a

nothing ia a thannercan be plratane; nothing ſauorie, nothing

Anadip/ois, when the laſt woꝛd of a comma 02 member of a 
ſentence,ts the beginner of another that followeth,as heauens 
witneſſe my fall, my fall more grievous then may be well ſuppor- 
ted by common ſorrow : 02 thus,Fie too much vngratefull,vn- 
gratefull to me of all other, that ſo much at thy hands have de- 
ſerued. 

An tiſtrorhe, where many members are dꝛawne to end with 
one and the ſame woꝛd, as, we haue out felicitie of vertue, our 
reno ne ot vertue, ot hope and cxpecation of vertue. D2 thus: 
men from their errors are reclaimed by loue, reclaimed by hope, 
reclaimed byfeare, «+ 

Symploce,where ſundꝛy members haue one ſelſe beginning 
and ending, as thus, Iſwe ſhal debate of the times preſent, hat 
is I pray you the cauſe of all theſe euils? money: what hath been 
the decay of our eſtimate ? money: what the ruine of our ſoules? 
money: x hat the torment of our conſcience? money: what the 
meane of all ambitious aſpirings, treacheries, and villanies? mo- 
ney : In fine, this curſed and wretched title of gaine is it that be- 
witcheth all ages and ſeaſons, and that onely by a ſeruile regard 
and account gien vnto money: D; otherwiſe thus in con-

Where this wozd kindly is applyed to 
the wozſer part, which of it ſelfe carieth as we ſe a farre other 
meaning, and like wiſe pray in one ſenſe being to entreate, is in 
another ſence intended here to ſpoile. And as another ſaid to a 
rude lello w you are too courſe to keepc courſe in our company, 
— is courſe fo2 rudenes, and courſe in another ſence foz good 
order. 

Eretema 0} Interregatio, hen by interrogation we ſift out a- 
ny thing ſometimes by demand, as to ſap, But you ſir, now from 
hence I pray you, deriue you your fancy ? by aſſeruation, as to 
fap, Haue you not in this action behaued your ſelſe excellent 
well? By tommiſerat ton, as to ſap : Alas what ground may 
holde me, what land or ſhore may poſſeſſe me circumuented as 
lam with ſo many euils? by v2ging,as thus: What haſt thou to 
intermeddle in ſo bad a company? How long ſhall we be thus a- 
buſed with ſofained treachery ? Art thou not aſhamed ſeeing 
thy purpeſes thus revealed ? Perceiueſt thou not thy drifes 
to be all diſcouered? By indignation, as to ſap,Shall I yer couer 
thy villanies being at thy hands thus hatefully miſuſed?oz thus, 
Wicked and peruerle kinde of people, how long will you thus 
hatefully deale with your fauourers? By admiration, as to ſap, 
Good Lord who wonld haue thought ſo much looſneſſe in fo 
chaſte a countenance : But what is it that this blind and ſottiſh 
loue draweth not a man headlong into. And laſttv by doubting, 
as thus, What ſhall I ſay, or what further ſpeeches may I vſe to 
withdraw you ſromtheſe evils? Oz otherwiſe : Whether ſhall I 
turne me to ſpeake vnto you, or what words may I yſe whereby 
to withdraw you from theſe vanities. 

Anthyp-phora oz Subiectis, when toa queſtion afked by vs, we 
anſwer of our ſelues in our own reaſonings, the maner wheres 
of is accompliſhed thꝛe kinde of wates,as firſt when we obtect 
vnto our ſelues that which to others might be obfected,and ans 
ſwere it againe. Secondly, when we doe (as it were)vzge thoſy 
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their ſayings. . NAdẽ in a deliberatine ſoꝛt wep2opound diuers 
things, and refute them all one after another. Example of the 
firſt may be this, Is this a manner of diſcipline? Doe men in ſuch 
ſort deliuer their inſtructionsr̃᷑ Had they for this cauſe the autho- 
ritie of tutors to them giuen,that in vanities and miſlked plea» 
ſures, they who are committed vnto their charge,ſhould con- 
ſame their youth vnder them? Belecuc me I am of a farre other 
opinion, neither do I thinke that che reatenable time of young 
men, being now fitteſt of all others for any vertuous impreſſion, 
ſhould thus cautelouſly bee deluded of that, whereunto beth 
their patents and birth do commend them. Of the ſecond, this: 
Now after al theſe prooſes of the happie comming and acknow- 
ledgement of our true and only Meſſias: Let me ſpeake vnto you 
againe, ye Iewes, enemies and maligners of our (ole and onely 
God and Sauiour Chriſt leſus, with whatreaſons ſtrengthened 
do you perſiſt in your madnes? Stand ye vpon the orecles of Pro- 
phets? We haue made plaine vnto you that they ate holy for vg, 
Looke ye aſter Moſes? It was only of our Chriſt and none other 
that he hath written, Waite ye on Types and Figures? They al in 
one do agree to be in him fulfilled, Preferre you vnto vs mira» 
cles? who could defire more then hy him was ſhewed.Bring you 
againſt vs a number of conſents? Alas only you bring the ſmal- 
leſt number, and lurking as it were in a corner, are the gainſaiers 
of truth it ſelfe, ſth the whole world round about you doth wit- 
nes for vs. Doth the hope of any euent yet alittle detain you?Be- 
hold your Teple long ſince ſubuerted: your ſacrifices quenched, 
your City taſed, your people runagate & diſpetſed, nor any hope 
at al left vnto ꝓou to bee telieued but by the clemencie of the 
Chriſtians. Of the third, this. Tell me Ipray, what or wherein 
is it.that a worldly man hath ſuch meane % glorie in? wherein 
ſhould he bee proud, or for what cauſe ſhould hee thus puffe vp 
himſelfe in vanity?Is it for his riches? they neuer make a man ei- 
ther happy or bleſſed, ſo farte off are they many times from any 
ſuch euent, as often wee doe fee that they are the very cauſe of 
their owne deſſtuctions, they ſundtie waies are meanes to in- 
conueniences, and in our owne ſight forſake their maſters in 
their liſe times, but ſeldome follo them for ought wee ſee to 
their graues. Is it for children? The keeping of them is then gf 
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fiches farre more vncertaine. Is it in reſpect of a wife, ſamilie 
and other ſuch like commodities ? they are vexations,cares and 
grieſes, nothing in them ſtable, nor wel as may enduce a man to 
y hoped tranquility, &c. There is alſo of this ſozt another 
example, dy an immediate anſwere to euery queſtion, as thus: 
Wherefore then is the law? for tranigreſſors. Wherefbre te- 
ward ? for wel-doers, ©; thus: Where is now their pride? va- 
niſhed, Where are their boaſts? deluded, Came they to aide 
vs? no,rather to ſuppreſſe vs. Came they to comfort ys? no, but 
to kill vs. | 

Antenagoge, when hauiug ſpoken as it were in the diſpꝛaiſe 
oꝛ millike of a thing, wee goe about to helpe the ſame againe 
with a new colour te the matter: As to ſap, It is a thing dif- 
cult to-atraine learning, but yet very commodious. It is redious 
to trauell for ſundrie knowledges,bur vnto our lives it is a thing 
moſt neceſſaiy. 

Ecphoneſis 02 Exclamio, Which hath ſignificat ion of grieſe 83 


indignation of a thing, as of griefe thus: O cruell and lamenta- 
ble time wherein we liue, ſubiect as we are to ſo manifold miſe- 


ries. Of indignation thus: O incredible boldneſſe, or rather 
impudencie of a ſhame leſſe creature: not fitto be ſuffered, Net- 
ther ts this manner of ſpeaking al wales framed by the Interie⸗ 
tion O, but rather otherwiſc,as thus: Vohappic man, made 
vnhappie by ſo great a miſtortune, what vnkind deſtiuy droue 
him to ſo imminent a perill? How miſerable and vncermine is 
the tate and condition of man, ſubiect to ſo many and huge ca- 
lamities? Oz other wiſe : What kind of people are you to rage 
in ſo vile a madneſſeꝰ was ever ſeene a multitude ſo fierce,a com- 
pany ſo careleſſe, an aſſembly ſo deſperate? what in conſiderate 
dealing doe you vie? Iſhameto ſee you, and grieue to behold 
ou,&c. 

: Inſultatios, wheniniarſouflp, oz by a contumelious repzoch 
we inſult vpon a mans doings, as thus: Trudge oo with thy 
mi ſchieſes proceed inthele thy inſatiable cruelties, and hee that 
hath power ouer all, will one day I hope correct thee. D} others 
wiſe, Purſue I pray you your glorious enterpriſe, you haue, no 
doubt, very waightilic begun, and we cannot but expect thertore 
à notable iſſue. 
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Aporia, dꝛ Dubitatio, when we make ſtay oꝛ doubt ho lu o 
tearme a thing, os which wap to wade in a matter, as tbus: 
What ſhould I ſay, was it anger or an inueterate malice that led 
him to his miſchie ſe ? Shall I call him — as cautelous, that 
procured it, and ſo well could ſhift himſelſe of it? D2 other loſſe, 
thus: May he be faid to be beloued, or rather fortunate ot ble ſ- 
ſed. to haue eſcaped ſuch danger? is it to be teatmed clemency, or 
rather piety to vſe one ſo miſerable with great courteſie. O; 
tus: am not well perſwaded what coutſe to take in theſe cau- 
ſes, ſhall I begin where others haue left? or of my ſelſe (hall I re» 
new againe vnto you what you haue ſo often heard ? &c, 

Paradoxon.affined vnto that befoze,but with a kind of mars 
nelling 02 wondering thereunto added, as ihus: Could it poſſi- 
bly bee thought that learning and place of good education 
might euer haue produced ſuch monſtrous effects? Oz other 
— haue great matuel that men ſo generous, ſhould ſo quick- 
ly be diverted from their honeſt purpoſes. D; thus: I would ne- 
uer haue beleeued that ſuch graue and conſiderate counſels 
ſhould ſo eafily haue been ſubuerted. 

Epirrepis,when by pzopoſing a cauſe, we reaſon what would 
be done therein, as thus: In times ſo croubleſome and ſeaſons fo 
tempeſtuous,giue now your aduiſe what is fit to be done, If the 
caſe were your one, what would you doe, what would you ſa 
therein, tell me I pray you, you that conuetſe in theſe and fuck 
like actions, Iherein appeale vnto your wiſdomes, your owne 
conſciences,ſhew me but your minds herein. And this figure is 
bſed in reaſoning, when as to conclude a matter, and ſeming 
loth to trenble the auditozie any farther in the ſame, wee pꝛe⸗ 
tend to reſerue a great part thereof, which we would reſferre to 
their iudgements. 

Parreſia, 02 liber tie to ſpeake, ohen by winning of courteſie 
to our ſpaech we ſeeke to auoid any offence thereof, as thus: 
Pardon if bee tedious, the circumſtance of the cauſe requireth 
ir, If my ſpeech ſeeme vehement, the matter occaſioning the ſame 
is vrgent. If what I write ſeeme offenſive vnto you, you haue to 
miſlike the ill diſpoſition of ſuch as inforce it, and not with mee 
to beagricued, 

Apeſtrophe,qz Aner ſro, when we turne our ſpeeches from 2 
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perſon oꝛ thing fo another, as if one hauing ſpoken much of the 
vanity of the wo2ld ſhonld thereupon turne and ſay vnts the 
wol, O world, how ſweet and pleaſant are the ſhewes of thoſe 
things which thou produceſt : but in taſte, how full oftoo much 
bitternes? Oz in ſpeaking of the certaintp of death, and the lit- 
tle reſpect thereof had, to turne a mans ſpech to death it ſelfe 
and ſay, O death, how bitter is thy remembrance to a man lia- 
uing peace and plenty in his riches,&c, 

Proſopepæ ia, when to things without life we frame an ad ion. 
ſpcech oz perſon, fitting a man, as if we ſhould ſap of vertue, as 
ofa liuing perſon, that ber waies were ſweete, and repleniſhed 
wich all manner of delight, that he putteth her ſelfe forth to the 
worthieſt tobereceiued, & to the moſt honoured to be embra- 
ced.D; fainethe ghoſts from aut their graues to paeſcribe god 
cramples,o2 to rebuke che vices of men. Oz our country to ac 
cuſe vs of cur negligent regard vnto it in theſe o2ſuch like ſp&- 
ches: Vakinde people and Citizens whom ] haue ingendred in 
my bowels,nouriſhed with my paps, ſoſtered with my delights, 
— do you thus vngratefully not onely abſtaine to tender me, 
but giue me an open pray to my ſoes to ſuppteſſe me: yea, which 
is molt loathſome af all others, become proper murtherers and 
paracides of your owne parentoge and family, crucll deſtroyers 
of your owne patrimony, and wretched renders and teateri of 
your mathers bowels, without all regard or pitty. 

Sy 10nymia, when we b2ing ſozth many woꝛdes together of 
one ſiamification, oꝛ ſounding allto one purpole, as to fap thou 
haſt ſpoyled thy Counttey, deſtroyed thy City, and turned the 
Common wealth topſie · tutuie: all whicy do ſoꝛt but to one pur · 
pofe,fo2 the erp2eſſing the hatefulncCle of the tnfurp : 02 other · 
wiſe to ſap, What head hadſt thou to deuiſe ſuch a thing, where 
was thy wit when thou wentſt about it, what became of thy 
minde in pyrpoſing the ſame, whether was thy diſcretion caried 
inthe proſequution?Dere is head wit, mind and diſcretion, all 
ſozting to one thing. Alſa,what defiredſi thou, what ſoughtelt 
thou, what couldeſt thou wiſh or expect in the action. Hexe is 
deſired, ſought, wiſh and expect, being all to one meaning. 

Anxeſis o Iecrementum, where by degrees we not onedp riſe 
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to lap, He firft ſer vpon him with reproachful words, after aſſay. 
led him with his weapons, then wounded him, and laſtly did 
moſt miſerably murther him, Here by degrees (spaſſed to the 
laſt erigent. Now to the ſecond: It is euill to reproch, wicked to 
flander, villenous vawarily to firike, deteſtable to murther, 
What ſhall I ſay to betray a man to all theſe, Here is now v 
tra ſummum, de pond all that was ſpoken to the vttermoſt. The 
ercellencie of this Figure is ſo much the m ze, by bow much e- 
uerp degree is ſtil info2ced one abone another, and goeth beyond 
in compariſon,as toſay: gold, riches, honour, eſtate, treaſure, 
kingdomes,life,and all he held of no moment, Another kind of 
recitall pertatneth alſo to this figure ſhoꝛt in repetition, but 
foz vehemencte wonderfull,as to ſay; Thou haſt conſpired che 
death of thy Prinoe, and in her the ſubuerhon of a whole king- 
dome, what ſhould I ſay thou haſt conſpired the death of thy 
Prince. As who would enfo:ce that no one thing then that 
could be greater. Finally, fo2 info:cement of a thing, taſap in 
repꝛehenſion offolilies. If thou hadſt done or ſpoken this in a 
priuate audience, among men of the ruder and meaner ſort, 
among ſuch as are leſſe capable of skil then a great many others 
thy fault could not haue been hid: but to doe it befote thy bet- 
ters in the preſence of ſuch as are adiudged both honourable 
and wiſe,in the hearing of thoſe of great account of ſuch as haue 
— to cheeke, and authoritie to compell thee, it was too too 
pieuiſh. 

Sinathriſmut. a heaping of woꝛds diuerſly ſignifping toge ; 
ther, as to ſap, Hee was a man wholly malicious, exceedinglie 
phud, vttetly arrogant, altogether ſubtill, by nature cruell, and 
in ſpeeches contentious, Oꝛ otherwiſe thus: What ſhould I 
tell thee further of his parts, how wiſe, how ſober, how honeſt, 
how courteous, how friendly,how choicely be liued. 

Brachislega, when in ſingle woꝛds without any coupling fas 
gether, we pꝛoctede in a bꝛoken kind of deliuerie, and pet baſten 
ſoꝛward as in the other: As to ſap, loue, hate, ielouſie, ftenſie, ſu · 
rie, dʒꝛew him from pitty. 

Autitheſis, o Contentio, when we amplifie by contraries, as 
lo ſap, Being in my power to vie as I lifted, I cared for thee, and 
did not deſtroy thee, Thou waſt charie vnto me, when no man 
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regarded chee,and when my ſelfe alſo might haue deſpiſed thee. 
D; otherwiſe: If you doe that is good, you haue the reward of 
ptaiſe, jf you proſecute badneſſe, your gerit is euill. Oꝛꝭ thus: To 
thy enemies and thoſe that maligne thee, thou art plaeable: to 
thy friends, inexorable. In coole mattets thou art hot: in the 
hotteſt cauſes, cold: Art thou called Thou att gone. Thy abſence 
required? we cannot be tid of thee, 

Epanadis, carrying a reterence to the matter pꝛeteding, much 
like to the figure P-o/p/-,but that the figure Proſep/i, hath te- 
tation onely to the matter, this to the matter and tearmes 
therein vſed,the difference whereof you map ſe in ſome of mine 
Spins as the ſame is quoted in the margent where the figure 
is vſed, 

Comparatio, which taketh his increaſe of ſmalter metfers, 
which if they may ſeeme great in all opinions, then that which 
weleke toamplifie muſt cf necellitp ſceme greater, ſometimes 
alſo by diminution of things great, to make the reſidne the 
greater, example of the firſt may be that ſaying of Ciccro of 
Catiline, in theſe woꝛda, Did the famous Scipio for alittle il go- 
uernmentof the common weale, cauſe Tiberius Gracchus pri- 
uately to be made away: and (hall we preferre Catiline that go- 
eth about to fill the whole world with his {laughters? Pere is 
Catiline compared ts Gracchus, the (fate of a common wealth 
to the whole wo21d,a ſmall living to an inſufferable waſtivg, 
and a pꝛiuate man to the whole Senate. ©2 other wiſe thus: 
Tell me I pray thee, if one had giuen thee but a ſmall ſumme of 
money to comſott thy neede withall, were it not humanitie to 
thanke him? If he had giuen thee poſſeſſions to live vpon, were 
it not honeſtie to requite him? If of a ſlaue he madetheerich, 
ſnhouldeſtthou not be bounden vnto him? How much more then 
to him that hath not alonely done al theſe, but farre more then 
theſe vnto thee, oughteſt thou in the very bonds of nature and 
courteſie to be both thankfull and louing ? Example of the ſe⸗ 
cond ſoꝛt ſoʒ diminution might be this: What is it that you pro- 
pole vnto me theſe {mall matters of vnkindneſſe, as that the man 
is ingrate full, that he hath no good remembrance of courteſies, 
that there is in him not ſo much as an acknowledgement, which 


is a ching farre from teqquitall, theſe I muſt confelle ate inwries 
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to ſome, but vnto me they are trifles, matters of no moment 
things not to be reckoned of : what ſay you to him that betray- 
eth his fiiend, ſeeketh hjg death that hach ſought his life, wor- 
keth by all poſſiole mcanes his overthrow, his deſtruction and 
yndoing?And inthis craggeraticn of vices, ſoalſo might there 
be the like of Verrucs, as if one ſhould crhozt a man to Picty, 
after hc ba ſet fo2th all the commodities thereof, as the tran- 
quility of mind, peace of conſcience, hiperty of ſpirit, the com- 
munion with ſaints, from a bondſlaue of the deuill to become 
th: childe of God, the comfort of the holy Ghoſt which the 
Prophet denieth may be by man conceived : he might laſtly 
adde, what things the. theſe in all the world could be greater, 
what more ſingulat, what more happy and yet if they be conſer- 
red vnto that bleſſed heritage of immortality if to the life and 
ioyes to come, if to that heauenly Ieruſalem, which certainly te- 
maineth for all ſuch as are endued with ſuch a ſpirit: they are 
toies and things of no excellency or moment. 

Metan eta, when by a ſudten reſtraint of ſp&ch, we glue 
grace oz miſlike to a perſon,o2 thing, as to ſap, worthily atchei- 
ued?aay rather honourably attained,a man notable, we map ra · 
ther lap, ſiagular. Ah ctuell man, And no man neither, but a 
beaſt; On1rare clemency, 62 rather moſt admirable patience, 
He is notheife, but a ravener : no murtherer, but a tyrant, 

Apboriſmu,a Scheme, like vnto the other, but differtng by a 
manner ol repꝛehenſi on, as to ſay, What lawes be thele, if at 
leaſtwiſe they may be tearmed lawes, which beate in them ſo 
vile cuſtoms and not rather firebtands of the city, and the plague 
of the whole common weale, D; other wiſe: your counſellets, if 
ſuch may be called counſellers, as draw vnto miſchieſe, are vitet- 
ly vnmeete to ſuch kinde of aſſemblies. 

Dimin«tio, when we goe about to extenuate things difficulk, 
fo make themleſſe in ſeming, as to one that would ſhan lear⸗ 
ning,fo2 the tediouſneſſe thereof in ſtudy: Me migbt ſhew,thac 
beſides the great neceſſity thereof in the life of man, we ſhall in 
attaining thereof,take no other nor more labourſome coutſe, thẽ 
others before vs haue done: that the way thereunto is very plain 
and eaſie, the labour(if any be)ſweert and pleaſant, And where- 
as in all our ordinary exerciſes of yanity, there redoundeth for 
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the moſt part in the end but meere travaile and vnprofitable 
charge: in this the commoditie is as great as the delight, the 
gaine as ordinary as the practiſe, wherein the ſludie is but the 

eaſt part of mans life, but the pleaſure and commodity infinite. 
And like as in this, ſo in all other things, cor ducing to god 
and laudable exerciſes, the labour is ſtill diminiſhed, by pꝛopo⸗ 
ling the woꝛthines, pleaſure, honour, pzofit, and ſo of euils 
commonlp, by mitigation of the fault. 

Climax, os Gtadatio, when each member in a ſentence ariſeth 
from the other afoꝛe going, beginning with that which endeth 
the foziner, as to ſap, His induſtry bred him vertue : his vertue, 
praiſe : his praiſe,renowne:his renowne,glory:and his glory en- 
wie. Oz thus; What hope haue we of good, if what men lift, 
they may,and what they may they doe, and what they doe they 
dare, and what they dare they proſecute, and what they proſe» 
cute, they are never aſhamed of? 

Antimetanole o; Commutatis, when a ſentence by change is 
innerted to the con rarp, as thus, We mult cate co liue, and not 
live to eate: No man for the Sabbath, but the Sabbath for man 
was ordained. They are happy whoſe wiſdome is anſwetable to 
their fortune, and whoſe fortune anſwereth their wit. 

Smerroſis, when one contratp is attributed to another, oz 
when two diuers things are in one put together, as thus. The 
prodigall and the couetous doe offend alike, ſor neither doe hue 
as they ought. Pleaſure it ſelſe is ſometimes a labour and labour 
alſo often apleaſure, Toa couetous man is wanting as well that 
he hath,as that he hath not. 

Etiolog ia, ꝗ figure like vnto the other befozegoing,and much 
reſembling to O which defineth a matter by ſo2ting the 
ſame into a viſtinguiſhment, but this now telleth the cauſe oz 
reaſon of that which is vefoze anerred,and is as a confirmation 
thercunto giuen toꝛ the concluding of the ſame,you map ſ the 
examples as the figure is quoted in my Cpiſtles, | 

Para/ephir,02 Occupatio, when in ſeeming to onerpaſſe, omit, oz 
let flip a thing, we then chielly ſpeake thereof,as thus: I wil not 
here tehearſe vnto you how ſlippery and tranfitory this lite is, 
bow much laden with cares, expoſed to dangers, and attended 
with miſcries,for we know it & feele it: But I wil come to ſpeake 
ofthe perdurable ioyes of the _—_— Oz thus: For my =_ l 
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haue no -plcoſure to lay open others menserrors,it is inough vn-. 
to me, that by themſclues they are made apporant, and that the 
whole world may ſee them, omit to report yntoyoutheſe and 
ſuch like ordinary matters, which in compariſon of that I will 
fhew you are but trifies. I tell you not, ot I telke not now of 
times paſt, It is not the matter wherein I am now occupied. His 
theft,h1s rapine, bis ſpoile, and all his whole diſorderly courſe of 
life in thoſe daies petpetrated, l now omit, and onely doe come 
to the times preſent, His countelling (I had almoſt ſaid concea- 
ling)of good when time was, if it be well noted, was it that pro- 
cured our miſchiefes, &c.

®. dur ſelucsthat we know will beobiected,as thns;whar do you 
obiect vnto me the times paſſed, thoſe ſeaſons and outs ate vtier- 
y vnlike. But peraduepture you will ſay that theſe things are ſor 
children fit to be confidered,nay rather mteteſt of old men to he 
followed. You will happily ſay vnto mee herein, that I amtoo 
light of credit: but Ican tell you the prooſe is extant, and fit to

feraing tn ſuch place may be called a Secretory. The Cloſer in 
euerp hone, as it is a repoſement of ſecrets, ſo is it onelp (as 
A lad befoze) at the owners, and no others commanvement : 
The Secretory, as he is a keeper and conſetuer of ſecrets, ſo is be 


hip bis L od 02 Paſter, and by none other to be dirtued. To a. 


Cloſer, there belongetb pzoperlte, a doore, a locke, and a key:to 

——— Eb incidently, Honefly, Cate, and 
cy. 
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And fozaſmuch as by the concurrence oftheſe fwaine, both 
Name and office do ſecme in vſage and account to be of ſo great 
waigbtineſle, and that oui Secretorie, as well in title, as place 
fandeth by ſuch veclaration,topntly tied vnto ſo diſt ria an ob» 
ſeruance:let vs now a little farther enter into the fund ion and 
place he beareth in ſuch kind of leruite, and conſider that being 
in one condition a ſeruant. hee is at the pleaſure and appoint- 
ment of another to be commanded:and being in a ſecond reſpect 
as a Friend he ts charily to haue in eſtimate, the ſtate, donoʒ xe⸗ 
putat ion and being of dim whom be ſerneth, 

Couc ding the firÞ of theſe, in that de (8(J meane)a Servant, 
it is to be intended, that thereunto belongeth a Superiour, by 
whoſe abſolute direa ion, his au ions of ſeruice, are to bee oꝛde⸗ 
red and commanded, And not withſtanding the reputation. cre⸗ 
dit and eſtate ol being, to him giuen and allowed by bis Lord oz 
Maſter, he is pet to tonſider, that the weight and ſumme thercof 
accrueth from his onely fanuoz,countenance, and good opinion, 
and that by how much the moze, he liberally and of an donou⸗ 
rable mind affo2deth vnto him the reſpects thereof, by ſo much 
the moze ſer iouſlp ought he by all poſſible endeuours of ſeruice 
and induſtrte,as farre fozth as in him is, to ſtudie toconſerue 
and vphold the ſame. 

And herein ſeemeth it not frnitles to appoſe vuto ſuch a anes 
remembrance,ſome part of the conſiderations pertinent and 
annered to the tate of a ſeryant, 4 what dependancie in com- 
mon reckoning reſteth betweene him, who beareth in this 
ſwap the authoꝛitie and rule ofa Paſter and the other, who in 
account that be is to be commanded, carrieth a manner of ſubs 
tied ion to that partie, who foz the time of ſuch ſeruice, is at his 
hands to be reuerenced and obeyed. 

In regard of which, we are to ſee, that by the title and pꝛero⸗ 
gatiue which euery maſter hath generally ouer his ſeruãt, thert 
is acertaine kind of dutp, were with each one that ſerneth is 
rained to his obepance. There is alſo by that very name of 
ſeruant a kind of fl delity and truſt required, moze ſpecſall then 
that betweene the ſon and the father, and that of ſo great efs 
ficacy,as whereon(peraduenture)may reſt not aloncly the dif- 
poſition of the gods eſtate, and pzincipalaffaircs,but aiſo _— 
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times the lille, ba ard oʒ vndoing of the perſũ ot his ſaid mafrer, 

A San cannot be ſaid to owe fidelity to his parents, foz which 
cauſe there is alſono-b:each of truſt in him to be fmpoſed, Tf he 
dealecontrarpto the condition ot a ſonne the hund by which be 
ts trained pꝛoctedeth d nature, und ſo are his actions acco3s 
dingly held keꝛ vnkind,o2 vnnaturall. But the ſeruant not ltn- 
ked by nature is tied in truſt, and bycontrar ping of ſuch truſt, 
o2 nat perfoꝛ mig thereof, is held treachcrous oz vnſaithfull. 
Beſides, ſo great a predomination hath this name of fidelity in 
tue bearts of a number, that many haue refaſed to commit 
themſelues in times of hazard to thetr Children, but rather 
baue rclicotheſclacs wholp on the aſſurance of their (eruants, 

Ano howbett, moſt certaine it is, that Nature wonderfully 
tm uett many times in her pꝛoper fentures,pet in this caſe hath 
ſhe commonly leſſe efficacte then in any others, Fo2 as a tur⸗ 
rant of water loſeth bis power in being turned back ward, from 
bis ſtraigbtned courſe, but bath fo2cible paſſage in the wap 
that it holdeth: ſo is Nature in this action of parents and chil. 
dren, which running fo: wards from tucto tſſne, hath mightte 
operat ton, but when it ſhoulo be returned backwarb, bath (cl 
domeanvpower at all. 

Contrariwiſc,whether it be the honeiiy of the name that lea 
deth it, az the commonrepucation that each faithfull v/agecas 
rieth in the eares of good men, oꝛ a ſeruency of aft. ctiom linkes 
p;optrivto the place where any truſt is repoſed, J will not 
now diſpute vpon but queſtionle lle, of ſo chary regard hath fi- 
delitie alwates bten actounted, as immediatly vpcn the name 
ol a ſervant taken it ſemeth not alone to be vnto the ſelſe title 
appꝛopziate, but it is in a manner by the pꝛoper allowance 
thercemtoginen ſeuerally txacted. 

Now albeit this kind ofexaction and charge, feemeth in the 
delinerpthercofto bee indeed very great, yet when hee that ſer- 
ueth hath perfozmed al that in ſuch cale is to be re quirt oe can 
not foz this oʒ that᷑ allcage, that he hath cfcaed any moze then 
wereunto by the verp loyaltie ol a ſeruaat he was euioyncd, 
noꝛ can he right ly 02 pzoperly ait me that by any extraoꝛdina⸗ 
rie reſpect moze then he ought, ve hath accompliſhed the ſame, 
Fo; that (nthings whercanto aman is bound, there can —

gratuitte oppoſed,but where a man aboue that he is charged 
bath further endeuoured, oꝛ moe wo2thily attained, therein of 
troth and not otherwiſe,ſhinech the greateſt pzaiſe and glozp 
vnto him that map be. 

Foꝛ this cauſe then doe J ſap ol our Secretorie, that as het 
is in one degree in plate ofa ſeruant ſo is he in another degræ in 
place of a trend. A ſeruant, meanely trainer in ſome Mechani- 
call Sciente, ſhe wech fidelitie to his Maſter, in an vpꝛigut dea⸗ 
ling ano diſpoſition of his wares 02 goods. Another in like ſoꝛt᷑ 
bauing the receite of his Paſters renenewes, becommeth a 
faithſull diſpenſer in his accounts and reckonings. Some on 
the other ſide haus aſmuch oz the like fidelicic in keeping of 
counſels. Others againe by a termed zeale vnto their maſters, 
bane in recognizing their fidelitie died willinglte foz their fa- 
tours. 

Ol al theſe ſozts of Fidelitie, the laſt as J am ſure it hath leſſe 
ſeming of credence 02 ſuppoſition of troth in common belee- 
uing then any of the others, ſo is it( vou will grant me)the moſt 
aſſured and moutng pitty, pꝛapſe and commendatſon, in all 
reckoning aboue any ofthe others, And ſuch are and haue ben, 
IJ could recite vnto pou ſundꝛy remembzances, and one but of 
late pe&res, that in very ſuffictent knowledge fell out to be ef- 
fected, and thus was the circumſtance, as my vnderſtanding 
could beare it. 

When Sir lohn of Deſmond in Jrelaud, ſome number of 
pteres paſſed, of a rebellious and cruell mind to the ſtate there 
being, and pꝛincipally to ber Maie ſtte, and ſolemnly conſpired, 
and moſt tyzannouſly\wo2ne the death and deſtruction of all 
Engliſh men in bis Conntrep,there happened one Henry Da- 
vill an Engliſh *entleman to lie, at that very bloudie pꝛeten⸗ 
ded ſeaſon, in the houſe of the ſaid Knight, and foz two cauſes of 
him was thought entirely to befauoured, tbe one in reſpec that 
be was his Chziſttan Goſſip, as they there terme it (a links 
— — to haue purchaſed fauour in that Countrey had 
it not been with a maſt bloudy tyrant)the other. in that he was 
a Gentleman both courteous, dountttiull and valiant, 

This Paſter Davill had at that time onely an Iriſh boy af» 
tendant vp on him, the time conſpired foz this murder —— 
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midnight, when all men carcleſlie were l&@ping, About the 
watch whereof, Sir lobn and bis company entring the Cham» 
ber of maſter Dauill, wakened him from lleepe, opened the con: 
ſplr at ie, and wille d him to pꝛepare him to bis lot, aſſuring him 
that were it not he had withont exception vowed in bis heart, 
and ſwoꝛne the death of all Englich men, he could defirouſlp,af- 
well foz that he was his Chꝛiſtian Goſſip, as ſoʒ other loue he 
ought bim, da ue ſaffered his life, but all being appointed to die, 
be muſt goe with the reſt. 

The bop h ming recelued into his eares the ſound ol his ma⸗ 
ſters death, and ther with ſundꝛie menacing trokes ſer ing rea⸗ 
die to be pꝛoſtered, citred (ns gueſtion) by a moſt zealous Fide - 
licie.claſped on his maſters bꝛeaſt, and with ſuch lender reſt 
ſcance as he could, did beare off the blowes, receſued vpon his 


bodie diners and ſandzy wounds, and doe what they could, 


no one ceuld pull oz remone hin from thence, till fretting 
rage kindled in theſe merctilefſe creatures, made them kiel 
the Bop vpon bis maſter, as his Paſter vader the Bop, both 
at one inſtant cogetbers. 

Tobe memoꝛie of this act, as it is moſt pitt(inllſnrehearſall, 
ſo will it ofa number be thought verp ſtrange. Tf anp Fidclicie, 
haue by feruencte been accounted off, dis yon wil (udge of any 
others ought chiefly to be emꝭ iced. But pet not this,noz anp 
of the reſidue of thoſe parts of Fidelity by me already deliuercd 
are ſuch, as in this place Jhold mæte to be purſued, Foꝛ hows 
beit the ſern'ice of sur Secretorie is pꝛoperly by it ſelſe with all 
aſſurance to he taried, vet do we not place him in ſo meane a de; 
are& as that by co: ruption of cofne, he might be held ſoʒ diſtru⸗ 
ſted,no2 on the other ſide would we haue him of tudgement ſa 


diſturniſhed, but that touching the difference of counſels,02 tens | 


der of his life, he ſhould make a decernement. 

In this Bop volantarily as he did, in the very weakeneſſe 
of his peares, to ſæke by death his Paſters ſafegard, was no 
doubt a thing wo2zthily to be admired. Bat in maniſeſtation of 
ſo great lone, and teſtimonp of (a lopall affection, had hee 
been by peeres moze enabled, it would haue been thought 
berte fondlie of to haue done it, without thereby his Pa⸗ 
ſcers death might haue been revenged, oz his life ** 
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Elle to what end ia Fidelitie applied, oʒ what vſe at al in recko? 
nung remaineth there ot it: 

By diſcretion to diſcet ne, by vertue to ſudge, and by wiſdome 
to veſolue how and which wap the efficacie and aſſurance of al 
ttuſt and fidelitie ought to be cartied is a thing meteſt in all re⸗ 
putattonp2incipally to be obſerued, Pow can there other wiſe 
appeare any wozthineſe,tfaffections ſoꝛt to be cquall, o; what 
diſtingulſhment map there bee of ſpirits when mens ludge⸗ 
ments are common. 

George Caftrioth,furnamedScanderbeg, the terronr while 
he liued,and only man able to contound the Turkiſh fozces,0u-s 
ring his in ancie, hauing been trained bp with Amutah father 
to Mahomet the ſccond Emperour ofthe Turke+(foz that frths 
conquelt of Epicus by the ſame Amurahi, the father of Scander- 
beg, being ſlaine, and his Siznory ſubdued vato the Turke, hee 
was then with others led away into Turky acaptiue.) When 
he at riued to manly peares, and ſerued with great foztune and 
valour the ſald Amurath in his warres: it happened that being 
in one great battell as generall ofthe Turkiſh Armie againſt 
the Chriſtians, and fighting againſt Hungarie, a remoꝛſe of con- 
ſctence tooke him, in that hee being the ſonne of a Chriſtian 
Pztnce,pzofeſſed in Chꝛiſtianitie, and vowed to God, ſhould ſo 
wickedly become the confuſton of his bzcth;en, and warre a- 
gainſt Chriſt and his kingdome. 

And albeit hee was neuer vnſoꝛtunate in anp fight, and at 
that time likelieſt of all other to attaine the vid oꝛp, pet regar⸗ 
ding the ſkate and manner of the conqueſt, he laintingly with⸗ 
dꝛew, and with great diſcouragement vnto his people, gaue 
po wer vnto the enemp to be at that time a conquerour. Which 
done, hlmſelſe with a ew chiefe and pꝛincipall perſons his aſſo» 
clates,tooke themſelues together in flight. 

In this companp, was a noble Gentleman, wiſe in behaut⸗ 
dur, falthſull in counſell, and ſecret in truſt, at that time Secre- 
totie and of conuſell to the great Turke. The place of their re⸗ 
ſidence leruing well to the purpoſe, him Scanderbed (being of 
the o hers aſſured)tooke only in hand to acquaint with his en⸗ 
terpꝛize. And fozaſmuch as his credence with the ſaid Amurath 
was ſach, as in the repoſe of his troth, reſted both Dignet, 

and 
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and warrant ſufficient,ts put fozward whatſoener direction 03 
command in any the Turkiſh ſignories. vpon paine of death to 
be obeyed, Scanderbeg declaring bis weartſomneſſe ofcapttuity 
« ſeruage,vefire to vifite his kingdome,and liking aſter that to 
Iſueat liberty a chriſtian 4 there withall how often the Turke 
bad pzomiled to reſto2e him and pet Wil bꝛake with him, eniop⸗ 


ned the Secretory to fte letters of command in the Turkes 


name, to the Deputy 02 rulers of his fathers kingdome, that as 
their lawfull Pꝛʒince and gouernour thep ſhould then at that 
inſtant without moꝛe delay receiue him, and thencefo2th re- 
neunte and put from them their wonted charge and authozity, 

And albeit the power of Scanderbeg was in that place great, 
and the Secretory nothing miſdoubted at all his reſolution, and 
therefoze feared t much to contradict him in the ſame, know⸗ 
ing alſo that if he aſented to that demaund, haning yet liberty 
to depart, be might timelyenongh aduertiſe the Turke to the 
pꝛeuention:pet bſed he neuertheleſſe ſo many effcctual ſpeches 
as fo2 the pꝛeſent he could, to diſſwade him: which not pꝛeuay⸗ 
ling. he aſſented at laſt foz feare,and w2ote as he required him. 

Che Letters ozderly ſigned and ſealed, as fo the impoꝛtance 
belonged, Scandetbeg knowing the great wiſedome, fidelity : 
counſel! of the Secretoty, thought it now a matter ofno ſmell 
wozth,if by any facility he could win him alſo vnto his compa ; 
np, to paſſe in the ſame iournp, oʒ other wiſe i he refuſed, then 
demed he fit that he ſhould not returne aliue, to carry ne wes 
to tbe Turke of his determined ſourney, And therfoze firſt with 
as many kinde entreaties and offers of all donour,fauour,eftt- 
mate, and aduancement that could be, he aſſayled him, be pꝛo⸗ 
poſed alſo the exped ation of his owne fozeune, balour, power £ 
fkrength ol the euer liuing God whom he ſerued, that was able 
to defend them, and all poſſible meanes that otherwiſe could be 
deniſed to moue him, Bat none of theſe in fine pzeuailing,bee 
laſtipſet befoze his eve, that vponſuch refuſall,he fo; bis owne 
beſt allurance muſt be enfo2ced to kill him. 

TWbich maner of ſpe&ch, albett moned in the Secretory divers 
alterations pet choſe he as the moſt honeſteſt part,no wapes to 
defraude the truſt in him cepoſed, eſpetially by alliſtaute in his 
own perſon thereunto giuen. And ſ&ing he could by no meanes 
eſcape with life, adulſed ſuddenly 8 to die in the hands of 
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Scanderbep fo2 that be had already done, then in ſo manifeſt an 
action af diſlopaltp, to be found a pꝛincipall atoz of treaſon a⸗ 
gainſt his Loꝛd and maſter. | 

Great ts the linke of Vertue whereby the mindes of men ſin» 
gular are manp wapes bound, neither falle th it out in thoſe of 
weak ſpirit and capacity to become partakers of the pꝛaiie due 
vnto ſo high and bonozed excellency. To men baſely conecited, 
there is neither te ſped ol troth, loue, donoꝛ, duty. oʒ other mat- 
ter whatſoeuer, whereby to dzawe them ſrom a ſenſuall appe- 
tite oꝛ carnall defire of their owne liuing, ſafety g commoditp: 
But ts thaſe who are the \wozne ſchollers to vertue, to whom 
true glozyp is ol p2ice, who ſoly haue in eſtimate to make chopce 
ot things woz hp: In theſe ic ſozteth to be a ſhame, what os 
thers reckon to; laud: to them a pzeludice, what many bold 
fo2 gaine, they contemning by a ſole vertue and diſcrete chopcs 
of the mind, what is beſides o2 leſſe then that wbich acco2deth 
to the true hono2 and reputation of well deſerning,cannot cons 
tent theſclues co line where there credit dieth, deſpiſe wealth, 
where honour is to be purſued, neglect reputation, where lop⸗ 
Altic is not entertained, and expe no fideiity where conſe 
quentip the effects of an honeſt aud wozthy minde, are not 
pꝛincipally to be caried, 

As then, by what vſe ſoener applied, I do in all things com⸗ 
mend fidelity and truſt to bepcrfozmed where by diſtrictnes it 
is chalenged:ſo naw do J in the carlage of this our Sceretotie, 
ſozt him foꝛch p2operly fro the reſidue by a diſference, (oꝛ where 
in perſons of leſſe conceit, and lower reſpec, ſome vſages ars 
commendable,in him theyare te be pzeſumed, as no wotes to 
be doubted of:netther is it to be expected,that the mould of ſuch 
a one (hould be ſo ſubiec to impei ſections, as that in common 
and meane actions he ſhould thinke to bee p2aiſed : ſæing that 
where any bzeach of thoſc parts in men lower conceited might 
be found, it would in them be held as in compariſon a thing no 
moze then might bee doubted, but in him would it turneto 4 
molt vituperable baſenes with ſuch intendments to be (potted. 

And as J tbus ſequeſter him from the ozdinarp vſage of 
What held to bee like d, ſo doe J againe dꝛaw in bim a ſpectall 
chopce, of things high, and wozthie beſeming, aboue others 
(lelle conſidetate) in all things to be cart ied, and — the 
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ſam of his f delitis ſhal only be required. Fo2 ſ&eing that by rea 
ſon of the place wherein he ſtandeth of imployment, by reaſon 
of his ſuppoſed education, birth, qualitie, 02 other decernment, 
byreaſon of the waſght,mo2e then ofcommon truſt, in him dt- 
nerſlp impoſed, he ſeemeth to bee a man euer p wap p20poztio- 
nate to a lar other end and purpoſe, then of euer ozdinary at⸗ 
tendant is commonlp required, it muſt needs then be of ſuch a 
one conied ured, that by farre greater skill and meaſure he be in 
cuery of his actions demeaned, that with much greater modes 
ſtte,care,reſpet, conſideration and integritie, bee doe by ſuch 
meanes temper all his out ward and inward bchauſours, and 
iudgements, as being himſelſe in reputation a Gentleman, and 
conuerſing among ſuch as baue diſcretion to deeme ofa Gen⸗ 
tleman, he map leaſt of all be touched with any thing, that leſle⸗ 
neth oꝛ il beſ.emeth any part of that, which pzincipally map aps 
pe rtane toe Gentleman. 

And wheras in anp other attendant it is a matter pꝛaiſe woʒ⸗ 
typ, to bee beantified 92 aduanced by ſome one oꝛ other ſpeciall 
vertue 02 qualitp,in him it is of neceſſity, who by how much the 
moꝛe nerer he is in ſrequentatiũ of any honozable place oꝛ cal⸗ 
lung. dy ſo much che moꝛe nedfull is it, that hee bee accoꝛdingly 
farniſhed wherwſth in l mely and laudable ſozt to enter + ap⸗ 
pꝛoch the ſame. And as in the ſeruice of cuerp one whatſoener,if 
is ſpecially required to be endued with a! parts of dutiſul atten⸗ 
dance and lopaltp: ſo is it fo: htm to ercell,and be different, bes 
cauſe in his implopment, truſt and otherwiſe, there is exaded 
at his hands a farre greater (cope andefficacte, then therewith 
any other ſemeth to be charged by anp pzopoztiono2 quality, 

By this mcaſure now ol Fidelity, ttuſt o loyal credit of aſer- 
nant,in wyich place our Secretory, as pou ſe, candeth bounden 
by the firſt degree of bis leruice, it may ſecondlp be coniedured, 
in what reſpecine eſtate he onght foz the reſidne of that which 
to his attendance appertainth,be accounted a Friend. {The li⸗ 
mits of Friendſhip (as it might be obſected) are freight, and 
there can be no Friend where an intquautie remainet d. Twirt 
the partie commanded and him that commandeth,there is no 
ſoctetie, and therefoze no Friendſhip where reſteth a Superio- 
zitie, But Jſapand affirme,that if it — true, that the — 
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of all Friendſhip taketh his oꝛiginall of (one, and that the trus 
demonſtration of lone groweth by a ympathie ofafections, of 
which affeaions Vertue is ſald to bee the whole and Ample 
ground,then may this ſympathie of affections ſo grounded on 
vertue agaſo2eſaid,be turned into lone,notwithſtanding the in · 
equality of eſtate 62 condition whereby a man vertuouſlp diſpo · 
ſed,being ſeruant to ſuch a one who is houourably inclined, 


map in tdat place of ſeruice in which de continueth, be reputed. 


in p2oceſle of time to become as a friend, 


But if we ſhall goe ta the true definition of friendſhip, you 
will then ſay, that this friendſhip ſo called and reputed among 
men, as it is a ſympachie of affections firmelp vnited together, 
fo is it ſuch a vniting, as wherein what the one coueteth, the o⸗ 
ther deſireih, in reſpect whereof woꝛlds and lite, and all ate not 
deſtrable,but deſpiſed, I would not bere be taken, that of any 
ſozts of people that run into al,oz a number of theſe like efegs, 
without exception of quality, J intend, that they therfoze were 
alſo to beare the name of ſriend, foz ſo men viterly vicious and 
leaudly giuen, conſozting in wickednefe,and other baſe exerci⸗ 
ſes, in which each ſpendeth bis life, az deſperately dieth one ſoʒ 
another, might be reputed as friends, J baue no ſuch meaning, 
no: is my intent herein to ſo gggerall a purpoſe. But ſpeaking 
ol friendſhip, I only deale with ſuch, whole adions and ſincere 
deſires haue in vertue higheſt pꝛeheminence, foz theſe, not by 
aduenture, but by a deliberate counſell and choiſe regard ſpect- 
ally bad, of things valuable and wozthp, doe accompliſh their 
affeas by a moſt honourable purpoſe. 

To this Janſwer, that it the weight of friendſhip, ſo tonſl⸗ 
ſteth in a ſimpathie of affection, vniting ol hearts, coueting ano» 
thers god, and deſpiſing all that may be gained, in reſpea of the 
party befriended: why map not dur Secretorie as well as any 
other merit neuertheleſſe in this place of ſeruice at the hands of 
dis L. oꝛ Paſt. the name of a Friend? Why ſhould be net therin 
aſwel as any other haue that power in him planted, wher by to 
become a Friend? Couching the equality of aſtedions, though it 
is eil laid do lone that therin ought to be no difference, and the 
commander and the commande d, do pet alwaies make a diſcoʒ⸗ 
dance: may neuertheles thus much deliner therof, chat by all 
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common likelthod it is aſaredly to be conie&nred, that no one 
perſonage afeſtate, lateth choice vpon ſuch a one to ſcrue (g 
ner: about him, and to be in place of ſa great truſt as appertats 
neth to a man of that reckoning, but ere he long haue vled him, 
be binde th vnto him at leaſt ſome god part of his affection. Foz 
bow can it other wiſe be thought, but that our Secretory being 
one cuerp way ſo waightily to be imploped as he is, partaking 
as he doth with ſo many cauſes of impoꝛtance, and vndiſcones 
ted (ecrets and counſels, ſtanding as he muſt vpon ſo nere at⸗ 
tendance, as he that is almoſt (as occaſton ſerueth) euerv ini⸗ 
nute of an houre to be vſed but that to his L.oz Paſter, he muſt 
of neceſſitp be verycharp,andat the leaſt wiſe moze particular- 
Ip then many others, by a grea deale co be beloved. 

He then thus finding in ſo noble a place.ſo honourable an ac⸗ 
count, our Secrerory being as he engt to bee, a man of vercuc, 
and worth, cannot choſe on the other ſite, but frame his vtmoſt 
thoughts coꝛreſpondent in al things to thoſe particular fano2s, 
his conuer ſing, dis nerencs and attendance, turneth then ta 
an atted ion, and this heated by the datly encreaſe of his Lo2d 02 
maſters liking towards him, groweth thence to a fer uencp, and 
ſo each vertue kindled by the others Grace maketh at laſt a con⸗ 
lunctton, which by the multitude of fauours riſing from the 
one, and athankfull compenſation alwatcs pꝛocured in the o⸗ 
ther groweth in the end to a ſympathie vnſeparable, and there: 
by by all infendment concladeth amoſt perfect vniting. 

Panutius, the faithfull Secretory and counſcilunr to the great 
Emperoꝛ and Philoſopher ſutnamed Aurelius,fo2 the high wiſ- 
dome fidelitie, and counſell by bim in all his ſeruites continued 
towards the Pꝛince dur ing his life time, and cuen to the very 
entrance of his graue, deſerued befoze manp others (ſecret allo 
in aduiſe to the ſaid Emperoꝛ) to be termed and called by name 
of a friend. Inſomuch as he only dating to ſpeake platnly, what 
in others tudgements might ſeeme to bee offenſine,and to pers 
ſwade faithfnily, what he ſaw moſt agreeing to the pꝛeſent er- 
tremity made the Emperour pzonounce hiſelfe fo2tnnate, to 
haue nouriſhed one ſo diſcreet in his Pallace, end moſt bleſſed ot 
all. in that when cach failed him in his dr ing he only was found 
allut ed vnto him among all that were liuing. 
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In this friendly knot of loue,and that oſ ſeruile command,re- 
matneth a moſt notable difference, eſpectally fo2 this matter of 
truſt and fidelity, required in ſcratce, foz,quem he Zi oderunt 
who men feare they hate: wel map they fo2 faſhions ſake pleaſe, 
but this ſound kind ofaffcaien is often far [rom their thonght. 
And pet that there map be an awed reuerence,aſwcl im loue as 
in feare. who doubtcth it, yea and that rather far mozc aſſured 
and effcaual then the other. Foz where this grounded loue by 
vertue once ſtaieth confirmed, the humtittp and gentiencfſe of 
the mind is it immedlatly p̊ afterwards direccth the thoughts, 
we then do gladly honsur the moꝛe, by bow much the willinger 
wee deſire to ſerne, and moꝛe firmely obep, by bow much the 
mozeentircly we ſtand to be ſauoꝛed. This friendly fideliry,not 

2ged oz conſtrained by ſoueraigne command, but of a zeale to 
weldoing voluntarily cmbzaced, leadeth the reputation and es 
ftimate of our Secretory to be receiued as a ſyiend. 

As of fidelity, beſides credit of counſell and riches there art 
ſundꝛy other bꝛanches, and diuers deſerued parts that ſeriouſly 
map be commended,ſo are thereof friendſhip. The aſſociation 
of both twaine,combineth and knitteth together all other per- 
fections. TUhich granted, vndoubtedly muſt the party frequen; 
ting ſo great a place of ſeruſce,p2onethen to be a perſon of tight 
ſpectali commendation, of an{werable vertue, and ofnottd dif 
tretion. F902 that in doing ſeruice to his Lo2d oz Maſter, it ſ&- 
meth a matter incident to his account, and to the better effs- 
aing the name of a friend, that in cauſes b2gent and nee dlul, be 
be not vnpurueped in his owne perfon, where with diſcreetlie, 
us occaſion ſeruethj. both to aduſſe and counſel( the very cffictent 
matter wherin his enabled diſcretion map with greateſt ſingu» 
laritte be perfozmed)the aCurance whereof, by credit of moſt 
memozable antiquities, hath-not onelp framed thatof lopall 
ſeruants, ſuch haue been entertained as faſthfull friends, but al⸗ 
fo hath not been ſlender occaſton many times, to the pꝛeuention 
of ſundꝛie vehement and dangerous miſchieſes. 

To accompany the troubles, miſeries, calamities and intoʒ⸗ 
tunities of him to wd we are this wales, oꝛ that wales in our 
ſeruſce linked oz beholding oz to beare wſllingly,+ with a ſoffe- 
table mind loꝛ his ſake, whatſoeuer in declaratið of our vertue 
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ſeemeth fo aa honeſt diſpoſition, to be either incident 02 apper · 
taining, no man verily denteth, but that they are aſſured and 
notable demonſtrations of a veryerquiſit perfozmance. But 
what ol that: the pzoperty and ercellencte of this vertue is not 
therfoze al \vates in that one only ſoꝛt to be carried, neither With 
the greateſt eſtimate and commendatton that thereunto is 2p» 
p2opztate,is the woꝛthineſſe bereof wholly to be commended, 

To pꝛeuent miſchſefs ſonitimes, and by a wary fozeſtigbt and 
care had of the hono2 and reputation of our commander, to fence 
(t need be)the ſame bp a politick deuiſe, without pzeiudice,from 
any touch of diſgrace oʒ diſhonour, to diſſwade oꝛ de hoꝛt faith 
kullp, from things impeaching oꝛ offenſiue to their eſtates 02 
nobility to reueale the hurt they know not, oꝛ cauſes impoꝛtant 
wherunto they are nothing pꝛiup, to counſel deuold of flatterp, 
and to oppoſe the god that leaſt harmeth,and the euill that bath 
nereſt remedp:theſe things as in their ſeuerall conſiderations, 
they can as ſufficlently as any others declare a man to be endu- 
ed, both with rare knowledge, t right excellent vertue, ſo who 
doubteth, but that the moſt lender of the al, weigheth as derpe⸗ 
ly as any other in cauſe of fidelitie. And pet if any moze ſpetiall 
liking in one thing then other be to be attributed, where com; 
monly men do ſeme to haue generally well deſerued, then of 
neceſſity muſt the ſame greatly rather enſue where cufls moſt 
pꝛeiudicing arefo2ſene and auoided by politicke wiſdome,then 
where vnſk(lfully thep are entred into, carrying in their bo- 
ſomes, either extreame hazard oꝛ ineuitable vndoing. 

Much is the felicitp that the maſter oꝛ Loꝛd receiueth euer 
moꝛe of ſuch a leruant, in the charp affea ion and regard of 
whom affying himſelfe alſuredly, bee findeth hee is net alone a 
commander of his out ward actions, but the diſpoſer of his very 
thoughts, pea he is the Soueraigne of all his deſtres, in whoſe 
boſome he holdeth the repoſe ol his ſafety to be farre moze pꝛe⸗ 
cious then either eſtate, lining, 62 advancement, whereof men 
earthly minded are fo2 the moſt part deſirous, 

Df all the abuſes that haue been o2 at this dap remaineth in 
the attendance of honoꝛable perſonages, there is no euill lo (e- 
cret oꝛ pernitious, as is the venome of flatterte, the couert ſea⸗ 
ting whereof, in men ol all ages, bumours, qualities and com-

plexions,hath fo2 the moſt part taken ſo vehement anddeepe 
impꝛeſlion, as it (emeth almoſt irrecuperable in the greattſt 
ſozts and numbers of perſons to bee auoided. Mie daltance of 
this dainty clawbacke is ſmoth the entrance pleaſing, the pꝛo⸗ 
greſiton ſabtill,the continuance fo;clble,but the end talleth out 
cacrmoze to be decettfull. 

Men infected with this kind of ſecurity, and baſenes of condf- 
tion, being in pꝛoper deſtgnments Curri-fauors of the wozld.it 
is no maruel it hauing in common requeſt, al ſhe wes poſſible of 
grafted and ſound demeanours,they ide many times into the 
opinions of the moſt notable and wozthieſt,foz they haue lears 
ned by art to acquaint themſelues at the firſt with all ſozts of 
humoꝛs and faſhions, and being of their owne diſpoſitions ſo 
placable as they be in all things, it is with them a manner ol ſa⸗ 
criledge, to be found llacke oz contrarions iu any thing, D/cuni: 
lay they, Dico, aiuniſ ato. F ally, xcſoluing trultiip to deale no 
wap, they deniſe how it map be poſſible to frame themſelues e⸗ 
uerp wap. 

Theſe and ſuch as theſe impugning the plaine and ſimple 
d2ifts of honeſt meaning haue alwates aface of bzaſſe, where⸗ 
with to ſhouc foꝛ ward, and to fozeſtali what by the ſhamefaſt 
entendment of any othcr,ſemeth baſhfullp to be purlued, they 
are ſtill pzeſing on, and cuermoze fitding, but il they once get 
handfaſt, oꝛ happily br aſtcr ſtrained from the hope of that ticy 
would, their loue then and attendance immediatlpthercupon 
dle at one inſtant togethers, 

Tniurtons me ſcemcth and to to perillous is the appꝛoaching 
of theſe pꝛiu ate whilperers, whole in ward connerſation, as in 
the very firſt conceit and diſcouerp thereof, it appearcth vnto a 
man vertuoullp giuen, to be altogether odious ſo vnto himttet 
intendeth purely of hunſelfe, thep are in the ſeruices of Noble 
men euermoꝛe moſt thwarfing and malictous, inſomuch as if 
ſuch a one ſtaied with honeſty, would neuer ſo faſthfally. ſim- 
ply and truely endsuour himſelfe by all parts ofbutifull care 
and lopaltie, he ſhal yet neuer want of thoſe peruerſe creepers, 
that by one cautelous ſuppoſe o2 other, will ill bee befoze 
band, where with if it be poibte to diſgrace him vtterly. 

That theſe and ſach other actions of vility, commonly hand- 
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ted, as thep are in hondurable plates, doe become offentimes 
barres to god meanina, and ſtumbling blockes to plaine dea⸗ 
ling, there ncedetb(as Jlbinke)at this pꝛeſent very (mall que- 
ffton. Neither would J bee (o miſled, as to deeme that there 
wanteth either inſigbt oz tudgement in manp noble perſona- 
ges to diſcerne them, fo2 they are diſcerned, and oftentimes 
ſpurned at, J know it right well, but what of thate This being 
alſo a common pꝛactiſe and occupation of the wozid,ſmethly ta 
flive th2ough all things, and to meane truly in nothing, it is no 
maruell it by the to double dillgence of ſuch men, ſome one oz o⸗ 
ther happen no w and then to be deceſucd, 

But fo:fomuch as it is oł neceſſitie, that euerp honourable e · 
ffatemuſt and ought to bee ſerued,x that where a mutitude of 
god are in attendance, thereenſueth commonly to bee among 
them ſome few ort are euill, either of an annered pꝛopmiquitp 
oꝛ oppoſition of god and bad, vertue and vice, emulating 02 ras 
ther enuping as we i the datly pꝛogreſlion each of the other; 

2 elſe fo2 that the wo2ld ſomething addicted to pernerſe mans 
nccs.ſendeth foꝛth oftentimics ſuch imps of her ſubſtance, as be- 
co ne monſtrous diſtur bers of euer honeſt end 002, It ſhall 
zietwithſtaudailg behwue him whatſoeuer, whole end and er⸗ 
peaation ſtretcyed to the lole deſert, that of every laudable pur⸗ 
poſe is tightly to be attamed, either in abſta:ning from any oc⸗ 
caũon of blcmilſh to his vertue that may happen, to reſolue 
with bimſelſe nencr to ſet ue at all oꝛ ſeruing. at the leaſt wile ſo 
to arme his conceits fo2 all mancr of ſuch like diſgraces, as that 
he may content htmſelfe in that being but truly cenſured as hee 
ought, the end ol his determinations are certainely to be adiud⸗ 
ged honeſt, albeit his ili hap perchance ſuch, as thereby hee at⸗ 
taine neither liking no2 pꝛeſerment 02 if either he ſtand in pꝛe⸗ 
ſent, oz be in poſſibilitie to attaine fauoꝛ, then not to be diſcoura 
ged in the honeſt pꝛoſcquutton thereo!, by any pꝛoqiſe o: enute 
whatſoeuer, reſting in himfelfe firmely aſſute d, that time o: the 
true diſcernment oc him whom he ſcruech, hall at length pceld 
ſcope to that, wbere unto by true degrees ol vettue he ſought to 
haue aſpired, 

And ſeeing that in all cauſes of zeale and lone, ohe re the 
mind is tied by an eutire deſtre ano care ef well doing, to him 
whom once in conceit it leemeth to grow chary ouer, 1 — 

thereo 
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thereofſeldome o2 neuer paſeth lightly at the firſt, without 
ſome blocke 02 other laid be ſoʒe it, whereby to binder 02 diſcou⸗ 
rage the pzocedings atreadie determined, and that ſo farre 
fozth as one while a man ſuppoſing the fidelitie of his ſetuſce 
might at a time be fully effected and diſcharged in the requiſite 
deliuerp of ſome pꝛeſent aduiſe and counſell, yet terrified per · 
chance, og other wiſe diſwaded with the reſolation, mightines, 
o2 nobility ofhis L. oꝛ Paſter,oz fearing to bee argued of pꝛe⸗ 
ſumption,oz clſe inſetting downe the deſire he hath of ſafegard 
vnkindip to be miſtaken. It ſhall not therefoꝛe be conſonant to 
this our Sccrerories place of ſeruice thereupon immediatly to 
become ſilent, oꝛ fo toſaffer the euul which himſeife clearely 
ſeeth, to paſſe vnregarded, eſpecially when the caſe is either 
weightie.oznercly otherwiſe concerneth bis nobility whom 
be ſerneth,fo2 ſa ſhould bee by a kind of Puſillanimitie, become 
guiltte ofthe very occaſion, how great ſoenet the ſame ſhould 
happen, which ſometimes lying in his credit oꝛ counſell,to haus 
impugned he of a weake diſpoſition abſtained neuer theleſſe to 
lee pꝛeuented. And pet is it not næ ds mult I (ap and confefſe)a 
matter altogether vntried, that men vainegloztouſip minded oz 
arrogantlp other wiſe intending ol their o lune pꝛoper ſeruites, 
noto2touſlp oftenttmes do fall into this vaine of pꝛeſumption, 
who p2icked on with the credit and lauour to them giuen by 
their L.o2 Maſter, and folithly conceiuing thereof to lead their 
thoughts in a ſtring, do ignozantly oz peruiſhly therupon,take 
in hand manp times to direc them in their ſerfous affaires oz 
counſels,and controlling in their mward thoughts whatſoener 
is beſides oʒ contrarping to their own opinions, do of ſeruants 
become ſaucie: of men modeſt, malapart: of aduiſers, arrogant: 
and conſcquently,running into euer miſpꝛiſion of others, and 
what eiſe appertaining to a regard of other mens actions, ap- 
peare at length ſo imperioua, as by the ſole delault of their own 
milde meanours, they are turned at the laſt quite fozth by the 
elbowes. | 
Che defect hereot, ſo far diſcrepant as it is, from that ſteadie 
kind of geuernment hereby th2zoughout concluded vpo,nedeth 
not I thinke in the framing of this our Sceretory, to be any tur 
ther fo:ewarned,who by ſhaking from his owne perſon any 
part of the vilities that in others map ſemechtefly to be diſcom- 
wended, 
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mended, is herein fo bee aſcertained, that in nothing ſo greatly 
tan the excellent vertue 02 condition of any man ſhine, then in 
not firſt committing any action that map appeare vile, oʒ hard- 
ly to be bozne withat,and next in ſuppreſſing ſo much as in him 
is,whatſoeuer commendation oꝛ liking duly to bee annexed to 
his one pzoper deſerning, whercin humility freed from all 
maner of baſe x ſeraile purpoſes, ſhall then ſaffictentip inſtruct 
bim, that curteſie is a vertue, lowlines & thing annered vnto 
gentility. to be proud is a vice,to be contempruovs a filthines, 
ſimplicity is ſaund, deceit to be abhozred, Loyalty a matter in e 
ſtumation, flattety to be held abominable. I wil not here diſpute 
bow much extellent andne&dful it were vnto their eſtates, that 
the neereſt attendance of honourable perſonages, wherewith 
men of ſuch vertue and knowledge in this ſozt frequented, nei⸗ 
ther carping at ſundzy enozmitics, would therebp deniſe, to 
dꝛab fozth vnto pon a man vamatchable in qualitie,q4 whereof 
the wo2ld o; any heauen beſides, ſcarce yeeldeth either ſhadow 
oz pꝛopertp, but pꝛopoſing the wozthicſt parts, which of enerie 
one abſolutely fitteſt to be acquired, J do onlyendenour to lap 
dawne noother matter 02 ground, then wherewith men that 
be ſpcctall are at this dap held to be endued, and luch as in all a⸗ 

ges heretofo!ehaue been thought meeteſt to be followed. 
What ſheuld I lade this diſcourſe with nũbꝛed examples vu- 
to you of the great eſtimate x regard of thoſc, who to keep their 
faith inutolable co their Loꝛds, haue ſome of them bin ſo jealous 
of their hono2s,as ſoz the ſafegard therof, haue by great aduiſe⸗ 
ment made a voluntary aduentare of their deareſt lines, (ome 
againe with great loue and favour, enter taines and reputed of 
by their Loꝛds, and not able in their ſeraſce as theythought du⸗ 
ring their life times ſuſficientip to recompenſe the loue and eſ⸗ 
pectallzeale thep bcare vnto their Honours, haue afterwards 
vnto their childzen being in great diſgrace with the ate pꝛe⸗ 
fen,ſo fully effected the fruits of their welwiſhing,as that by 
the tender account,reucrence and lotalty to them pꝛopoſtd, thev 
haue right wel declared that not vnts times alone of cate and 
foztune, when little regard of ſuch things might bee at their 
bands expected, their vertues haue been limit ted, but chiefly in 
extremitie and times of want, wherein their ſundzie fruitions 
haue been in moſt aboundant maner ſupplied. Others — 
charged 
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charged on the death bed with the ſecret affafres of their L. to 
be kept in ſpeciall care and reckoning from the knowledge of 
other men, could not by multitudes of fanozs,by thzeacnings,0z 
other large offers whatſocuer be ſo farre ſeduced, (as when the 
dead was quite paſſed and gone out of the woꝛld, wherby they 
nee ded not at all to haue doubted) they would yet bee led in the 
leaſt tot ot all, to defraud the traſt in the repoled, but haue kept 
the ſame inuiolable to their vndoubted commendatton, and furs 
ther iucreaſe afterward of god liking to a farre greater credit. 

Infinite are the remembꝛances that of theſe, and ſuch like 
occaſions are and haue been dailte reco2ded, the multitude 
whereof foz b:enity J doe omit. Contenting my ſelfe that of 
theſe two chiefe and pꝛincipall matters of ſeruice, J haue thus 
farre foozth already in generalitic debated, leauing therefoꝛe 
what elſe to be conſidered therein to the kno Wwne abilitie of o⸗ 
thers, J pꝛeceed vnto thenere part that in the continnance of 
this difcourſe was at the firſt intended. Ind foꝛſomuch as the 
erercite of theſe and ſuch like peculfar vertues and qualities, ap⸗ 
pertaineth not, as J haue partly befoze delivered, vntomen 
that are of meane ſpirit, to ſach as beenataral'y touched with 
any bad oz vile coercement,capacities that bee inſenſtble 02 ig⸗ 
nozant,ſuch as haue want of education, oz whoſe demeano2s 
are to vertue wholy (nſafficient, Let vs then moꝛe particulars 
ly if ye will ſee what manner a one he ought to be touching his 
perſon, dabilitie, and condition,that to the woꝛthines and repu⸗ 
tation hereolſ ſeemeth a man mee teſt and moſt allowable to be 
choſen a Secretory. 

Fo2 the deltuerp thereof, and the better to find our Secretory 
as ncere as either map be geſſed, oꝛ framed, ſuch and none other 
in deed, as in true and perfect meaning he ought to bee repated 
we will diſtinguich the ſeuerall confiderattons and telpeds of 
ſuch a one, in thꝛee ſpeciall points ſoʒting to his office, ſoly and 
fully in this place to be conſidered. 

The firſt ſh u be ot the perſon, touching his educatid oꝛ being, 
the ſecond of his conuerſation and o2ver of lming, the third of 
b(s ſaffictency, hv shil, knowledge, and abilitle where with to 
diſcharge the piace ofhts calling, Fo2zmeriythe touching the re- 
gard ot his perſcn,tt is req mate, that he be deſcended of henelt 
family 0z parents, the efficacy whereofconduceth not a little to 
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the coniecure of a ſound and honeſt cont ition : that be haue al- 
ſo had good education, whereby the mind wel diſpoſed is often» 
times framed to very god purpoſe. That hee bee of ſhape and 
countenance pzopoztionable to thoſe required vertues, fo2ſo» 
much as commonly enſueth, that Nature in pꝛoduting of all her 
creatures, wozketh in them effects anſwerable to their ſeueral 
tconſtitutions, and to flowers of moſt exquiſtt pzspoztion,ſhee 
glueth che moſt excellent ſanour : the dog is not ſhaped like the 
lion, noꝛ the curre as the Spaniel : the Rennet tree is not as 
the Crabbe ſtocke, the one bearing an Apple, wholeſome, deli⸗ 
cate and pleaſing, when it commeth tobe taſted. the other puts 
ting foo2th of the knurres,no other then the ſappeof Uerſupce 
when the beſt of it is inioped, 

By the countenance wee doe further tadge of the qualities 
and diſpoſition of men, inſomuch as the very markes of fanour 
haue not to many tudgemets p3oned weak diſcouerers of ſome 
peoples god oz bntoward conditions, we have likewiſe in tui⸗ 
dent teſtimony, that ill diſpoſed nature confirmed by cuſtome, 
leldome degenerates from the kind, either whence it is ſpꝛung, 
93 wherein it hath long time ben nouriſhed, 


Tomanktnd there happeneth in the body many defo2mittes- 


which arifing fromthe defect of Nature, ſo much as bp ill vſage 
of thoſe, who hane had charge ouer them, cannot bee amended, 
but being pꝛoduced by Nature, doe pzotend ſome one oz other 
notable inconuenience. To beantifre ſuch a ſhape with dertu ; 
ous and honoured adions, is vndoubtedip pzapſe- wozthp, but 
to accozd vnto faire lineaments, psztrated with exquiſite and 
datntte fauour a mind cozrupt, baſe, wꝛelched and vile, that of 
all others is the moſt greateſt and noted deko: mitie. 

Diogenes being ot one paſſing by, rebuked of his pꝛepoſte⸗ 
rons ſhape and hard kind of fauour,anſwered, 1 with my ver- 
tues doe ornifie my ſhape, but thou with thy leadneſſe diſgraceſt 
thy fauour, 

Touching the iudgement of nature by the outward face, 
manp things might bee alleaged that diuerfly haue ben diſcer- 
ned, the matter whereof neding ſmall pzofe, moze then our 
owne common experience, Iſurceaſeto debate vpon,ſeing my 
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greateſt likelibod,and thence to repoſe a foundation conſonant 
to the module 03 compaſſe of this mp pzeſent intendment.One⸗ 
ly let this be laid downe foz a certaine, that the fineſt ware re⸗ 
cetueth the faireſt figure, and pureſt mettall the bꝛighteſt cos 
lour, the damaſke Roſe caricth the ſwerteſt ſanoz,and the moſt 
pliable part of vertue, is by greateſt obſetuance planted in the 
moſt pꝛopoꝛtionate feature. | 
Cbis bring then ſufficiently ſpoken of the perſon, let vs now 
go tothe Converſation, The Converſation (@meth vnto me in 
thꝛee points, oz ſpeciall notes to bee conſidered : that is in the 
quality, diſpoſition and order of company. Touching his quali- 
ty, it is requiſſte, that firſt and aboue al other. he be a man ſetue 
ſtred krom all kind of pꝛide, arrogancy 02 vaine conte iuing of 
bimfelfe,foz that the infection of theſe, are ſteps vnto all mancr 
of diſoꝛder,H contempt, malice and pzeſumption whatſoener,that 
be be not litigious in argumet, as one vainly gtuen to contend: 
that hee bee no oꝛdinarp (coffer, oz friuolaus deluder of other 
mens lpeeches,getures,reaſons,o2 conditions, that hee bee no 
quareler, leaud ſpeaker, pꝛiuy carper, ſlanderer, oꝛ ſiniſter back- 
biter of other mens actions,02 laudable tydenozs:but contrarie 
bereunto,that he be in (pech gentle, in geſtare friendly, in loks 
familiar,in talke courteous, in argument not obſtinate, but gi⸗ 
uing place to better oppinions, that gladly of euery one hee doe 
fuppoſe the beſt, be ready to excuſe inixmities, t to ſalue imper⸗ 
fections,that in feaſting he become not another Democritus,0z 
in carping a Zoilous,that his tongue eic and thoughts be indit᷑· 
ferently framed to fudge truly and bnpartiaily of euety one: 
that of all things he abhoꝛte pꝛiuate quarreis,and open conten⸗ 
tions, and as the rocks of Scylladoeſchue of anyone abſent ſint- 
ſterly to (peake,o2 other wile to enfo2me againſt them, fo2 that 
in theſe qualities and conditions p29perly, each one carrteth a 
decernmet of that which neereſt appertetneth to a Gentleman, 
Now touching his diſpoſition. it iseraced at his hands, that 
he be not a man gluttonous, oꝛ that be be not oner much ſublet 
to dzinking,fo2 dꝛunkenneſſe ouerctommeth the mind, dulleth 
the memoꝛie, ente bleth the wits, maketh a man foꝛgetſull of 
bimſelt, the reputation he beareth, and the company wherin be 
fiteth.Wine ſaith Ou, is the diſcouerer of ſecrets, and maketh 
a man 
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aman often commit that, which afterwards kurneth fo b(s 
great pꝛetudite.in wine the regard of a mans ſelle, and like wiſe 
al others vaniſheth, the reſpect of his credit alſo and place 
wherein he ſerueth:a man giuen much to wine, hath no maſte- 
trie ouer himſelfe,and is not to be truſted with matters that beg 
impoztant: a man talkatiue and one giuen to wine are both 
likened togel her in dt{poſition,foz in the one the ſtrength of the 
liquoʒ infozceth to ſpeake what he ought not, and inthe other 
volubilitp of the tongue giueth vtterance many times ta what 
it ſhould not: Speech,ſaith the Cc iſe man, is a thing naturally 
ginen to euery man, but he that ozdereth his woꝛds by diſcretl» 
on,ſeth the way to wiſedome. 

This vertue of oꝛdʒing and keeping the tongue, is bnfo our 
Sectetotie not þ leaſt of many other points wher with he onght 
eſpectally to be charged, in him that is diſpoſed to ſpeak much, it 
cannot but enſue that his ofte babbling maſt n&ds at one time 
oz other, giue pꝛofe that he hath in himſelle as little ſecrecie as 
ſilence. To pꝛeuent this intonuenience, wiſe men haue obſer» 
ued in nature a moſt notable and ſingutar. pzoutdence, who to 
the intent that men by her very inſtigation, might be commen. 
ded to ſilence, hath giuen vs two eares toheare, ayp an atten» 
tine conceit, whereby generally to debate and conſider of all 
things, and but one mouth to ſpeake, gining vs in teſtimonie 
ther bp, that we ought to heare much,to know much,to vnder⸗ 
tand much, and to ſpeake but a little, Beſites, that the tongue 
wherebp delinerance is made, ſhe hath firſt cioſed in with our 
treth,and them couered againe with our lippes, fozewarning 
ſtill thereby, that nothing ought thence to be diſcoucred in haſt, 
not without ſpeciall regard and diſtri obleruance. F 02 in this 
caſe alſo diſcrece Nature, after we haue once reccined into our 
eares the ſound of any thing, ſhe thence pzeſerreth it immediat⸗ 
ly vnto the mind, and thence to the heart to be cenfarcd oꝛ conſi- 
dered vpon: and laſt of all vnto the tongue, to whoſe lot, as laſt 
of theſe it befalleth to he partaker of it.ſo onght it from thence 
careſullp, and not without eſpeclall cauſe to be delfuered. 

The divine Pniloſopher foꝛeſæing in man, the manifold diſc d- 
modities oftetimes enſuing by loſenes ol the tongue, where al 


others were teachers to ſpeak wel, he only taught his kyolers 
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eo die ſilence, ſudging therbp,that the vertue of the tongue cons 
ſiſted not ſolp in (peaking, but bow oz by what occaſion to ble 
the ſame, and vnderſtanding firf# how to reſtraine the thing, 
that of it ſeife was plyable inongh to be vſed without meaſure, 
they might eaſllier find meane afterward to e oftentimes 
to god purpoſe, and not to accuſtoine themſelnes as they did 
befoze,to pzattle without oder 83 any god o2reaſonable part 
belonging to diſcretion. 

Foz this cauſe Silence, as the firft gard of all affaſres, being 
eſther ſecret 02 impoꝛtant, is (vnto men ſeriouſly occupied 03 
tmptopedin the ſame direcly to be commended. Which maner 
of Silence, as it fullp inftruceth incauſes ſex tous and of watght, 
to ſpeake nothing moze then nedeth, ſo conueteth it alſs into 
the reſidue of our behaulours, a modeſt and choſce kind ol go⸗ 


nernment, in all actions whatſoeuer, either of gueſtion oz ar⸗ 


gument, to be with diſcretion purſued. 

Dow much it impoꝛteth vnto our Secretorie, to haue notice 
of the true and perfect vſe hereof, who aboue all others ought 
rightiy to know and diſcerne, dow, where, when, what, and ta 
whom he ought to ſpeake, and when, and wherein, to be like- 
wiſe ſilent : it may by the reaſons al oʒeſaid bee ſufficiently col- 
lected. Noz ougbt his ſpech in troth to be ſs 02dinazte as other 
mens, who foz the moſt part limit themſelues neither to time, 
plate, octaſion, oꝛ companie, the which in our Secretorie is, and 
ought to be lar otherwiſe. And as touching the affaires,ſecrets 
92 counſels committed to his charge. It ts in him pꝛincipallp to 
aduert and conſider that he is but the cloſet, whereof another 
bath both the key, vie and commandement that he ought there- 
in to be a thicke plated doze, where thzough without extraoz- 
dinarp violence no man map enter, but by the locke which is 
the tongue, and that to be ofſuch eſficacie, as whereofno coun* 
terteit key ſhauld bee able to make a beach. without the ſelſe 
ſame inſtrument that by the dire&o2 thereof is allwates to bee 
carried, By reaſon whereof,be is of mere truſt and fidelity in 
bim repoſed, to become warp of his wales, and to take the 
courſe needfall,wherby the leaſt occaſion ofbzeach thereof may 
preciſely be auoided. 

Ouer and beſides all this, it ſhall further appertaine to the 

diſpoſition 
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Abet of this our Secretotie, that in ſhe wing himſelle affa- 
£ to aſl, he doe not either by reaſon ol dis birth, qualitie aʒ e⸗ 
imate that de bath ofhis L. o: maſter, goe about to abuſe 02 
wꝛeſt the ũmplic itie of any one to a bad end oꝛ purpoſe, but ra- 
ther enfo2ce himſe ik gladly to onder ſtand the ſuites of the mea⸗ 
neſt, and to glue them alde and fartherance to his bttermoſt ; 
herein chall he not a little aduance the honour of his L. 02 ma- 
ſter in p;eferring the juſt and lawfull petitions oz complaints 
of the pwꝛe, and in helping them to the ſper die diſpatch of that, 
wherelwith by reaſon of their ſimplicitie, thep oftentimes are 
greatly incumbꝛed. It behoncth alſo ſo much as in him is, that 
he auoid all kind ol intemperancie, either ofcholer oz two much 
turie, that he diſpoſe not himſelt᷑ to vile oʒ vnbeſæming tearmes 
of baſenes oz ſurquedꝛte, that he with the two extreames of co- 
netouſneſſe oz pꝛodigalitie be not touched, that naturally he do 
incline to god, and hate the badnes of any, that he abhozre flat- 
terie as a Toad,and giue bimſelfe of anyparticular action, ci⸗ 
ther to be vtterly ſilent,o2 elſe to ſpeake truly. 

Laſtip now, touching the third point of theſe the, conſiſting 
in oꝛder, appertaining to companie: Needfullit is that our Se- 
cretorie haue in ſpeciallremembzance the ancient ſaping, that 
common expertence giueth to all men fo2 appꝛooued, wich is, 
that Such as a man of himſelſe is, ſuch alwaics ate they with 
Whom he conuetſeth. 

Tftherefoze of his olone mind and diſpoſition a man ende⸗ 
noureth to be god, and ſo to liue and be accounted of, dim then 
beſemeth chiefly to haue reſpect to the companie hee holdeth, 
Fo2 which occaſton, the Philoſopher aduiſeth, that men being 
god, doe choſe to haue familiaritie with men that are beſt, to 
the intent that bp the ſocietie of them, their Vertue map hang 
encreaſe,and themſelues learne to become better, The cozrup- 


tion df young men, by nothing ſo much accrueth,as by the llen · 


der reſpect they haue of thols with whom they doe accompany, 
fo: that it reſteth aNuredly out of doubt, that the euill etam⸗ 
ple and encouragement of one vile and ill diſpoſed perſon, 
hurteth mo:ea great deale oftentimes in one. dapescompanie 
keping, then leuen peres endenour afterwards, maß re- 


leaſe by any god inſtruction. Herein alſo the rather reſteth 
＋ vnto 
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unto our Secretorie, a moſt pꝛintipall regard there ot to be had, 
toʒ ſo much as not the converſation alone, wherein be is choiſe ; 
hp to be affeded, dependeth tberupon but the matter alſo of his 
ouerth2ow and diſcredit,foz who ſa th not in often apparance, 
that men ſimply conceited, and of their owne pꝛoper inſtinct 
verp weil giuen, are moze dilcredfted and condemned many 
times bp occaſion of the company whereinto they haue ad uen⸗ 
tured then of any apparant culll that in their owne perſonsres 
ſted publikely to be decerned. 

Hereunto accoꝛdeth the p2ofe of all common ſociety, where · 
in men onelp of thoſe that know them are iudged as thep bee, 
but in generall reckoaing, are euer cenſured accozbingto the 


godneſle oz badneſſe of thoſe, with whom they line lamiliar lie. 


It followeth therefoze, that Who fo will no euill doe, muſt do 
novghr that longs thereto foz in goad men it is not al wales 
inough of themſelues wittinglie not to haue committed anp 
tcuill, but hee that defireth to de god indeed, ought not ſo much 


as to become an occaſion oꝛ lander of euill. It men would but 


th2oughly enter into that weight of their eſtates, and truly 
conſider with themſelues what of dutie appertaineth to derp 
reputatton inded,they would not then thinke it enough to bea 
in this credit,oz that place, oꝛ thus countenanced, oꝛ that wap 
enriched, arming themſelves onlp thereby with vaine glozioug 
titles, but there with would alſo depely imp2int, that them 
likewiſe behwued by certaine eſpeciall inſight had into their 
obone wales, ſo to oꝛder and direct themſelnes, as there bp de⸗ 
ſeruedly they might beare the ſelfe ſame account whole and 
vnblemtlhed, which in opinion they haue carried, the which 
cannot any wales bee, without in all their ont ward and in 
ward acttons, they doe beare an eſpeciall. epe tothe matter of 
theit owne credite. And what one thing is there in the woꝛld 
(to him that by true degrees of vertue endeuonreth to be aduan⸗ 
ced) moze charte then the account and eſtimate had of bis 
name and kame: What one god mote erceding, nay what 
like can be moze pꝛecious? Much therefoze ongbt the regard 
hereof bee in choice vnto our Secretotie, as that which as an 
action molt fingular J bane iudged fit to bee expoſed in this 
placs vnto him. 

Hitherto. 
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Hitherto haue we endenonred in perſon and behatuour fo 
find a man mæte and conuenient to the purpoſe hereof, wheres 
in my intent bath been not to omtt any thing which to that 
place and calling might any wates be adjudged neceNary. Now 
the circumſtance of theſe pꝛoca dings leadeth vs next to conſl⸗ 
der of our Secretories abllitie. 

In this conſiveration, it falleth ont, that fozaſmuch as bis 
office and place.calleth him all togetber,o2 foz the moſt part to 
the handling of deepe and weightie affaires, wherein his capa⸗ 
citie ſhall ſundzp wales be exerciſed and wits thꝛoughly tricd, 
it behooueth him therfoze to be furniſhed with Skill and know - 
ledge acco2dingly, whereby the better to be adapted, vnto the 
o2dinarte vſage and emplopment thereof, To this end it befit- 
teth that he be well ſtudied, eſpectally in the Latine tongue. It 
is likewiſe conuenient that here withal he haue aripe add quick 
conceit, aptip to recetue, what o a ſudden ſhall bee fo him deli⸗ 
uered, and that be retaine with himſelf a ſound and god memos 
rie,foz the conſeruation of thoſe things that vnto his charge 
ſhall daily be committed. He ought foz his owne furniture and 
inſtruction to be a man not altogether vnexperienced, to be wel 
languaged,to be ſuſficientip read in Hiſtories and Antiquites 
and times paſſed, to haue notice both by reading and confes 
rence, of the ſituations, cuſtoms, manners and conditions of 
men, cities, countries, and common weals to haue famillaritie 
with ſtrangers, and men of diuers natious whereby the better 
to bee aſcertained ol their humours, behauiours, and diſpoſiti⸗ 
ons: and wiſelv to wozke vnto bimſelfe a peculiar inſight into 
their eſtates, counſels and tur iſdiq ions, being there witbal wa⸗ 
rie that this aſſociation with ſuch kind of people woꝛke not vn · 
to himlelfe,oz the affaires where with he ſhall be credited any 
mat ter of pꝛeiudice. 

Now is it a matter often ſene, and in common vſe almoſt to 
be found, that a great many of men otherwiſe dilcrerte, lear · 
ned, experienced, and foz the ſeuerall callings queſtionleſſe of 
very good deliuerie, and euery wap to bee demed ſuffictent, 
ſome alſo that in the Greeke and Latine tongacsare verte well 
ſtudſed,and are alſo wich the vile offo2raine languages lauda⸗ 
blte indued, that notwithſtanding haue not in themſelues the 
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tac ultte and bſe 07 well w2iting, noz can o:derlp, and bpon a 
ſudden lap downe without much adoe,and that manp times als 
ſo in very pzepoTerons manner when it is done, what to any 
extraoꝛ diary purpoſe ſeemeth to bee thought meet and conne · 
ment, Dome agatne in whom there is leſſe Skill greater 1gno- 
range of learned knowledge, and farre meaner application 
every wap, where with to bee enabled with ſuffictency, daue 
neaertheleſſe a conceit too rife, and are in wit ſo pꝛompt and 
capable of any thing laid befoze them, as by and by there wan» 
teth not (though in truth when they haue done, thep cannot 
tcarnedly aniwer foz it) neither invention noz imitation wher- 
with in very commendable ſozt to perfozme what them ſemeth 
god, on aſudden to deltuer in wziting. i 
What ſhould bee the cauſe hereot. I cannot elſe deeme, but 
onely a mere inſtind of Nature, who ſeuerally ponreth der 
giftes in their creation vnto euery one, wherennto others (ex⸗ 
empted from that pꝛopoꝛtion) doe ſeldome by any Art oz Studie 
reach vnto; pet is Exerciſe no doubt in thoſe that haue anpſa- 
uour of learning hereunto a great furtherance : Bat be that in 
this place muſt be applied, how learned ſs euer hee bee, muſt a 
little glue place vnto his Scholes, and frame his pen and oꝛder 
of pꝛadiſe to purſue that foꝛme of wziting, which plameſt mea⸗ 
ning and apteſt ſpæch, hath in common deltuerte, the endenour 
whereof how difficult the fame will be to one being rife in dil⸗ 
courſe,mp ſelfe gaue had ſome pꝛiuate teſtimonp, not withſtan · 
ding vſe and con inuall pꝛadiſe J know, is that which in time 
oucrmaſtreth all things. | 
To the beautifping of this part of our Secretorie, it is n&d- 
full that he be ſomewhat therein ayded and furtbered by Na- 
tute, to the intent dis inuention to enery fencrall eccaſion,may 
be the moꝛe eaſte and pꝛoper, and that without any often blur 
ring oz enterlining which commonly happeneth to thole, in 
whom long ſtudy ſæemeth ſo hardly to hew ont of their labozs, 
as it by a manner 0z kind of infoꝛcement, the ſame from a hard 
rock were violently to be dzawnfozth and caried, which blunr- 
nes, as I map tearmett,of conceit, is not in this part of ſeruice 
in any wiſe to ber admitted. Neither am Jfoꝛ all this igno⸗ 
rant, gow manitold ly it often befalieyþ vnto diucrs the readieſt 


wits, 
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wits,that at ſome one time moze then at another, they haue 
leſſe abilitie, and much harder fs their deliuerp a great deale, in 


matters erquiũte to be perfozmed, then vſually otherwiſe is by 


oꝛdinat ie triall vnto them accuſtomed : the occaſions whercof 
may be diuers, whereby the ſenſes are manp waies dulled, as 
by te much repletion ot meates and dꝛinkes exceſſiuelp taken, 
by to great ſtuby and orten muſing, dzinen thereby into a me⸗ 
lan holy paſſion, by mot lons to intemperat, happening vnto 
the mind: and finally, vpon ſundzy other inſtinas and occaſi⸗ 
ons, which J ceaſe to re member, all which being offenſiue as 
they are, hnto the neceſſarp regard of this our Sccretories al- 
tendance it {fandeth him greatly vpon by all poſſible meanes 
to repꝛelle them to the end that his wits being as nete as by 
endcuour can be compalled, al wales in one ſelfe tay and readt- 
nelle, hee may not in times ſuddenly requiring effectuall and 
pꝛeſent diſpatch, appeare any wales diſkurniſhed, of that 
which at his hands, is andmult of neceſſitie in this place be res 
quired, 

It is not then learning alone (as pon ſce)that is able to male 
a man meet to this kind ot pꝛadiſe and ſtudp, but naturally to 
be beſides endued both with wit, vnderflanding, and memorie, 
whereby to leade and conaey thoſe neceſſarp euents, that in 
this place are daily to be frequented, and therwith to haue likes 
wiſe care and regard, with modeſt and diſcrert maners and bc« 
hauiours to pꝛeſerue and keepe the ſame foꝛces, wher by he map 
be the moze readily pꝛouided ( as I ſaid befoze)fo2 all times and 
purpoſes, Nenerthelefſe,how much na dfull it is to that place 
moze the oꝛdinarilp to be learned, yea with the greateſt abilitp 
and perfection(if it were poſſible) to bee alſo every wales adoꝛ⸗ 
ned, I haue already ſuffictently laid downe befoze hand, and 
fill do pꝛopoſe the waight thereof,as a reſpec amongſt others 
to be moſt eſpecially imbꝛaced. 

In this maner haue we by ſundzp degrees endeuoꝛed to leade 
along our Sccretoty vnto his appointed Place and Office, wheres 
in we haue firſt diſcourſed largely ofthe function he bearetb,re- 
ſpediuely touching bis ſeruſce ; next ta frame him both in Per- 
fon, Birth, Education. Qualitie, Diſpoſition, Conuerſation, and 


Abilitie, a man meete foz that purpoſe. J now reſtetb, 
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that as the finall determination of this labour we deliuer vnto 
him bis office. Df this then the part eſpeciall and intendment 
molk pꝛinctpall, conliſteth, (as by experience is found) in the 
vle and exertiſe of the Pen, the wic and Invention togethers. 
The abilit p ſo cxaciy befoze required, and diſtourſed vpon, is 
herein now to be put in p:actife, To the execution of this office 
it is requiſite the Secretory, be foꝛ the perfection of his hand in 
the variety and neat deliuetp of his letters in w2iting, ungu⸗ 
larly to be cominended, that be haue wich bimlſclie alſo therein 
a very rcady vſc,quicke, and ſpedy connepance fo2 diſpatch, 
that wartlp he give hedeto obſerue the o2der, methode and 
koꝛme to hun from his CLoꝛd oꝛ maſter delivered : fozaſmuch as 
in diſc harge hereof de is vtterly to relinquiſh any afﬀecation to 
his owne doings, oꝛ learning herein to any pꝛiuate iudgement 
o fantaſte. His pen in this actton is not his owne, but ano⸗ 
thers, and fo2 this cauſe the matters to him committed are to 
depend vpon the humoz of bis commander, and not. vpon his 
owne oz anp others directions, 

Hereof is he exceedingly to become ſtudious, and a zcalong 
imitatoz in all things, to the intent that knowing the effects of 
bis Loꝛd, with what ends and purpoſes they are carted, and 
vnto what fozme and manner of wzicing he is ſpectallp addic⸗ 
ted, he may the moze eaſilie and with better contentment dil⸗ 
charge that part ofihis ſernice, wherein by continuall occur. 
rents bc ſhall haue occaſion daily to be imploped. 

He is in pertoꝛmance of this charge, to be a man watchkull 
diligent careful, induſtrious not giuen to eaſe, to aucid al occa⸗ 
ſions of loth,te the end (as J ſaid befo2e) by continuallererciſe 
of his wits, to retaine his ſpirits apt, and his memozy freſh, 
Foz Idlenes of it ſelle is the pꝛoper nouriſhment of many other 
euils, the hinderer ot each god purpoſe, and the defozmed mon- 
fer of all hum ane exerciſes. (hileft Idleneſſe attacheth the 
body, it giueth ſcope to ill thoughts,occaſioneth diſtemper,ma- 
keth vnweldy to labour, b2z&deth weariſomnes of vertnous ex: 
erciſes, entiſeth to vanities, cozrupteth with pleaſures, g fe- 
deth a man with trifles. If therefoze there ſhall be any time vas 
cant ol affaires vnto our Secretory, (as all ſeaſons are not as 
like wherein ſtill to be occupied) the lame ſhall he *

in pleaſant recreation to be ſpent oz in ſoine other honeſt erer · 
ciſe oz ſtudy, wherein whatſoener is not unpꝛoper vnto a 
gentleman,ſhall be to him in ſpeciall choiſe and as an aa ion fit- 
teſt of all other to be receined, 

His office is likewiſe to entertaine all manner ofſuters vn⸗ 
to bis Lo2d, to conceiue and vnderfand of thetr ſeuerall occa- 
ſions, and how much oꝛ how little, they o2 anp of them doe im⸗ 
poꝛt, to anſwere the diſpatch of the greateſt with as much fact 
lity as he map, and thoſe of leſſe moment with diſcretion to re» 
mone, and put backe, to the end the walkes and paſſages of his 
Lozd be not with the vaine and friuolous demeanozs of fond 
people tm often encumbzed. 

He ought alſa to haue regard to times and places conuenſent 
wherein to mone his L oꝛd vpon any ſpecial oz vꝛgent occaſion, 
oꝛ in which he is to prefer vnto bis pzeſence oꝛ hearing the per» 
ſon 0; cauſe of any one. To ſe that the ſame returne not offen⸗ 
flue bnco his pꝛiuate liking, that the furthcrance thereof be 
not in times when he is ſoly diſpoſed to particular ſtudies, 03 
that he is otherwiſe buſted in matters of eſtate 02 counſeil, To 
conſider firſt of the quality of euery ſate, and condition of the 
partp as næte as he may be intoʒmed, ere he take vpon him to 
acquaint his Loꝛd with the parts thereof, and acco2dingly, if 
be ſer cauſe, in his owne perſon to anſwere the ſame:fo2 it is not 
ſeemely he ſhould trouble his Loꝛd vpon eaerp lie ht 02 ill beſce* 
ming ſnggeſtion, To becircumſpe in the diſpatch of euery 
thing to htm delinered, and in matters of weight and charge, 
to be alſo pꝛouident and wary, heedfully intending to the ſafe 
diſpoſing of whatſoener requiſite, from che eyes oz knowledge 
of any other, whereunto none ſo much as himſelle ought to bes 
come pztup. 

He is like wiſe to anopd all manner of delapyes, not to accu⸗ 
ſcome himſelle in any wiſe vnto negligence, fo2 that the bie 
bereof in onerſlipping of ſmall trifles, indaceth many times, to 
pꝛetermit things of larger circumſtance, and of farre greater 
moment. Jt ſtandeth him vppon in the ererciſe of his office ta 
bealwapes as nere and as readp as may be, in his oꝛdinary at- 
tendance, ſoꝛ ſa much as being vpon a ſudden to be bſed, it is 
eee at hand,and i tntonded that hs u 
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cannot therefoze anp long time bee ſpared, In concluſion, it 
is merteſt in all things, that ſo farre (02th he be addid ed vnto 
his pꝛeſent ſeruice, as that in reſpea thereofhe became vtterly 
ſegueſtred from all pꝛiuate regard 02 affection of any thing, 
ſounding to bis awne appetife, Finallp, being a man fauoꝛed 
oz entixely reputed of in his office, hee map not fo2 any friends 
ſhip, cozrupiton oz gaine whaiſoener. by any ſiniſter pzactiſe, 
tolour, oꝛ meanes,goe about to abuſe the coantenance and cre⸗ 
dit to him giuen, by his Lozd o2 Paſter, na conertily thereby 
lug geſt, oꝛ infoꝛme any thing whcrewith the god opinton of 
bimſelfe may afterwards be hazatded, oꝛ by the grant o2aJent 
of bis Lozd therunto giuen, there map iuſt cauſe actrue wheres 
by thereafter a great deale lefſe hee may deletue to bee tru⸗ 
ſted. 

In theſe particularities haue 7 at laſt concluded and bzonghtf 
to end the ſum of all mp ſoꝛmer trauell. The Secretorie is now 
accompliſhed, and by all reſpeds, circumſtances, andinduces 
ments that may be,confirmed both in perſon and office : much 
baue Ito require of theſe general peruſershereof,that I be not 
any wates therein miſtaken: fo2 that paſſing immedtatelp tg 
thepublike notice ot all, there is no doubt but the very partt⸗ 
cularitfes thereof,fhall ſpedily bee therewith cenſured of all. 
My rcquel? is, that the skilfull and beſt expertenced, will of 
their owne god conditions, not otherwiſe mtſd&me thereof 
then what in equall truth; map be vnto them tendercd,noz that 
the wiſe and diſcreetly minded will have other conceit of mee, 
then as my weake abilitie ſought herein at their hands to haue 
at the firſt deſerued. 

Touching anp others leffe able to ſpeake o2 giue ſentence 
in the cauſe,as mp will and deſire (s,fauourably to be regarded 
of the whole in generall, ſo if any one moze of ſelfe liking then 
of Skill, will either carpe at, oꝛ peremptoztlte retec the labour 
by mee vndertaken, let bim ft conſider with htmſelfe, how 
much eaſter it is to find fault with a thing by another alrea⸗ 
die finiſhed and done, then foz himſelfe by pꝛiuate endeuour 
to accompliſh the line: ſo ſhall hee finde, that men all times ſee 
not in all things at once: and in pꝛooſe hereof become aſſured 
that het, as Jlhall ſoner in the perfozmance of any. labour, 
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make our ſelues obfects of enery common opinon, then with 
fach account to deliuer our trauels, as that we map ſtand aſ⸗ 
certained of their owne deſerts, that they may be plealing to 
all men, 

And fo2aſmuch as it reſteth yet a thing donbtful, how wel oz 
euill, till the peruſing this lender trifle of mine may of all ſoztg 
be meaſare>,J will inthe meane time (as many others befoze 
me haue done) affie m ſelfe in the hope and erpectation of the 

beſt: Glad il in the connetance heereof,there map by mp wil» 
ling endeuour, ariſe any pleaſure oꝛ p:ofite to any, which 
being the intention of me ſoly deſired, J paſſe 
fozth this (os the reſidue)oſ the beſt 
and apteſt fauourers theres 
of, to be enter⸗ 
tained. 
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
